TERRIBLE LOSSES 
CAUSED AUSTRIANS 
BY ITALIAN DRIVE 


Nearly 40,000 Men Killed, 
Wounded or Captured 
| Since the Italians Began 
Their Present Offensive. 


AUSTRIAN COMMANDER 
ASKS REINFORCEMENTS 


Stubborn Battles in Prog- 
ress on Russian Front, But 
No Important Changes in 
Positions — Comparative 
‘Quiet in France. 


New York, November 4.—(By Associ- 
ated Press European Cable.)—The 


| Italian troops continue their new of- 


fensive against the Austro-Hungarians 
in the Carso region and have advanced 
nearly a mile toward Wippach river 
and taken 553 prisoners, according to 
the Italian war office. The Austrians 
have brought new batteries into ac- 
tion east of Gorizia and are maintain- 
ing an intense barrage fire. 

The Italians report the capture of an 
observatory on the slopes of Cima 
Bocche, in the Travignolo-Avizio val- 
ley, in the Dolomite Alps. 

Unofficial advices from Rome claim 
that the Austrians have lost nearly 
40,000 men since the Italians began 
the present offensive. 


STUBBORN FIGHTING 
ON RUSSIAN FRONT. 


Several battles are being stubbornly 
fought south of Brazezany, in Galicia 
near the villages of Michishou and Lip- 
incadolna, where the Germans launch- 
ed an attack with considerable forces. 
The Russian war. office admits that 
the Germans occupied part of advanced 
trenches on the heights east of Lip- 
nicadolna. The battle continues, 

Continuation of the German suc- 
cesses by the capture of additional 
parts of the Russian main position on 
the left bank of the Narayuvka, in 
Galicia, is claimed from Berlin. 

German forces which entered the 
British trenches near Cuinchy were 
expelled and a German counter attack 
east of Gueudecourt, on the Somme 
front, resulted in heavy losses, accord- 
ing to .the British war office. There 
has been intermittent cannonading 
near Forts Vaux and Douaumont. — 

} “Prench and British attacks in sec- 
tors north of the Sonime were re- 
pulsed, according to Berlin. 


DRIVE OF ITALIANS 
PROVING COSTLY 
TO THE AUSTRIANS 


London, November 4.—<In the first 
two days of the new Italian offensive 
the Austrians lost 39,000 men, accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Rome to e 
Wireless Press. The losses are said 
to have been distributed as follows: 
Killed, 10,000; wounded, 20,000; taken 
prisoner, 9,000. 

Fine weather favors the ItaNan ad- 
vance, which continued yesterday over 
a more extended area and wae increas- 
ingly violent. The dispatch says the 
Austrian General Bordevich has asked 
for reinforcements, having been com- 
pelled to withdraw three divisions. 


Paris, November 4.—Castagnievizza, 
on the Carso, virtually is invested by 
the Italian army, says a Havas dis- 
patch from Rome. 


Rome, November 4.—( Via London.)— 
continuing their new offensive against 
the Austro-Hungarian forces in the 
Carso region the Italians yesterday 
advanceg in the direction of the Wip- 
pach river for a distance of more tha. 
one kilometer. During the day the 
Italians took 553 prisoners. 

The statement reads: 

“In the Travignolo-Avizio valley our 
infantry carried by assault a strong 
position, the so-called observatory on 
the southern slopes of Sima Boeche, 
about 100 meters from the summit. In 
spite of a violent bombardment which 
was opened on the position, our troops 
consolidated their occupation of it. 

“On the Carina front the artillery 
activity on both sides increased. 

“In the zone east of Gorizia the ene- 
my brought into action | eg batteries 
of all calibers and durifg yesterday 
kept our position under an intense bar- 
rage fire which was effectively an- 
swered by our artillery.” 


Vienna, November 4.—(Via London.) 
There was little heavy fighting on the 
Carso front between Gorizia and the 
Adriatic coast yesterday forenoon, says 
the official statement issued today by 
Austro-Hungarian general headquar- 
ters. Italian activities inereased dur- 
ing the afternoon, but all attempts to 
advance were. frustrated. The number 
of prisoners taken by the Austrians 
now totals 3,500. The statement says: 

“After the heavy fighting on No- 
vember 1 and 2, the forenoon of No- 
vember 3 passed away im the battle 
area in the coastal territory without 
great fighting operations. During the 
afternoon of that day the attacking 
activity of the Italians increased. On 
the Carso repeated attempts to attack 
were kept down by our curtain of fire. 
The enemy. despite several attempts, 
nowhere gained ground. 

“In the Wippach (Vippacoh) valley 
during the evening enemy forces pushed 
forward. into a position between Ver- 
toiba and Biglia. All the trenches 
were recaptured by means of a counter 
attack ‘made shortly afterwards. ‘In 
front of our entanglements at San 
Katerina and Dumberg several Bersag- 
lieri battalions suffered sanguinarv 
losses in unsuccessful attacks. e 
number of prisoners taken since No- 
vember 1 now totals 3,500. 

“During the evening of November 
3 a naval airplane squadron dropped 
numerous bombs on military objects 
and San Canziano and on the Adria 
works at Monfalcone.” 


MORE PROGRESS 
FOR THE FRENCH 
IN VAUX VICINITY 


Paris, November 4.—(Via London.) 
Further progress for the French 
troops in the vicinity of Vaux, north- 
east of Verdun, is told of In the officia] 
communication issued tonight.

Wilson Delivers Final Ad- 
dress at Shadow Lawn and 
Hughes Makes Whirlwind 
Tour of New York City. 


CONFIDENCE EXPRESSED 
BY BOTH CANDIDATES 


Chairman McCormick Says 
Wilson Will Carry Thirty 
States and Win. Over- 
whelmingly—W illcox 
Says Hughes Will Win, 
But Gives No Figures. 


New York, November 4.—With a final 
appeai lo voters, the candidates for the 
presidency ciosed their campaigns to- 
night. Simiiarly in virtually every city 


the different parties presented their 
closing arguments in behalf of their 
candidates, both national and state. 

President Wilson made his last ad- 
dress late today at Shadow Lawn at a 
celebration of “Old Home” day that 
was participated in by his neighbors 
from New Jersey, his home state. The 
president plans to spend his time quiet- 
ly at his summer home, where he will 
receive the returns Tuesday hight. 

Charles E. Hughes, the republican 
nominee, als, spent the day with 
neighbors and friends in his home city, 
New York. Hé made a whirlwind tour 
of the town, ending with a mass meet- 
ing ton‘ght in Madison Square Garden. 
He plans to remain 
election day. and will receive tbe re- 
turns at the hotel in which,.he Ras 
made his headquarters. 

Botn candiaates in their final talks 
expressed confidence of victory. 

Some Remarkable Features. 

The campaign has been active and 
prolonged and has been fought largely 
on issues presented by the candidates 
of the dominant parties, such as the 
problems growing out of the European 
war and Merican question, the tariff 
and the prosperity of the nasijon. 

It has provided some remarkable fea- 
tures in the way of long-cdntinued 
journeys anu speech-making. These 
included the tours of Mr. Hughes, who 
started August 6 and has_ traveled 
about 28,009 =miles, through = thirty- 
three states. It has been stated that 
Mr. Hughes made about 600 speeches. 

J. Frank tlanly, the prohibitionist 
candicaie, assisted by Ira B. Landrith, 
the vice prc.sidential nominee, had 
spent nearly two months on the road 
when he concluded the fight for his 
cause in his home town, Indianapolis, 
tonight. He has traveled approximate- 
ly 20,0060 miles, through thirty-four 
states. 

Allan L. Ben’son, the socialist can- 
didate, and Arthur E. Reimer, the so- 
cialist labor nominee, have also cam- 
paigned ardously. 

Mr. Wilson has conducted his cam- 
paign chiefly on the grounds of his 
summer home at Shadow Lawn, There 
he has been waited on by partisans 
and friends from near and far, and 
in their presence he has told hig politi- 
cal opinions and beliefs. He has made 
five ‘short trips, four to the middle 
west and one to New York. 

Vice President Marshall and every 
member of the Wilson cabinet except 
Secretary Lansing have actively as- 
sisted the president, while Mr. Hughes 
has had the aid of former Presidents 
Taft and Roosevelt, and the vice presi- 
dential nominee, Charles W. Fair- 
banks. ° 

Women Have Been Active. 

Women have taken a more active 
part in the presidential campaign than 
ever before because of the fact that 
several ‘states have been added to those 
where the women have the vote since 
the last presidential election. A spe- 
cial train carrying women campaigners 
for Hughes has been a feature of the 
pre-election activity. It traveled 11,700 
miles, through twenty-eight states and 
addresses were made at 191 meetings. 

Beside the president and vice presi- 
dent a new house of representatives 
and thirty-three United States senators 
will be chosen Tuesday. 

State elections wili be held in forty- 
two. states. Thirty-five will elect goy- 
ernors and seven will ballot for minor 
officers. In four states, California, 
Maryland, Virginia and Wyoming, 
there are no state tickets, ‘while in 
the other two of the forty-eight, Loui- 
siana and Maine, state tickets were 
chosen in April and September, re- 
spectively.

BENSON GIVES VIEWS 
ON CAMPAIGN ISSUES 


Louisville, Ky., November 4.—Allan 
L. Benson, socialist candidate for 
president, summing up his view of the 
campaign issues of the major parties, 
in an address here tonight said: 

“If Mr. Hughes 
is wrong, Mr. Wilson nicely balances 
matters by assuring us everything is 
all right.”

100 LIVES ARE LOST 
WHEN SHIPS CRASH 


British Steamers Connema- 
ra and Retriever Collide in 
the Irish Sea—Both Ves- 


sels Sink. 


London, November 4.—In one of the 
worst gales ever known in the Irish 
sea the British steamship Connemara, 
with passengers and a cargo of cattle 
from Greenore, Ireland, for Holyhead, 
Wales, collided last night just outside 
the Carlingford bar with the British 
steamship Retriever, laden with coal 
Both vessels sank immediately with 
an estimated loss of life of about 100. 

Of the fifty passengers and crew of 
31 aboard the Connemara there is 
only one survivor. It is virtually cer- 
tain there were no Americans on board. 
The entire crew of the Retriever was 
lost. Many bodies are being washed 
ashore on the Irish coast. Numbers of 
cattle also are being washed up, some 
alive. 

The weather was so rough that it 
would have been impossible to launch 
any boats, even had time permitted. 

The Connemara, 1,106 tons gross and 
272 feet long, was built in Dumbarton 
in 1896. 

The Retriever was 190 feet long, of 
674 tons gross, and was built in Goole, 
kngland, in 1909. She was ownea by 
'the West Coast of America Telegraph 
.company, of London. 

A steamer service is maintained by 
the London and Northwestern railway 
between Holyhead, Wales, and Green- 
sa Ireland, a distance of about 80 
miles across the Irish sea,

Convincing Argument for 
Central City Made to Farm 
Loan Bank Commission by 
Atlanta Chamber. 


When the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce decided to withdraw Atlanta’s 
claim to the farm land bank in favor 
of Macon, a committee composed of 
Alexander W. Smith and the secretary 
of the chamber of commerce Was ap- 
pointed to represent that body at the 
hearing in Macon. 

Mr. Smith was spokesman and was 
- given the conclusion in behalf of Ma- 
con after the commission had heard 
’ from the committees of Macon, Rome 
and Augusta. He made a powerful 
argument in behalf of the southeastern 
district, composed of the four states, 
Georgia, South Carolina, Florida and 
Alabama, with Macon as the site for 
the farm loan bank. He held the un- 
divided attention of the commission 
and in a clear, strong speech showed 
the following facts: 

First: The cotton states differ from 
all other sections of the country in 
agriculture, credit systems, forms of 
Jand tenure and type of labor. For 
these reasons the cotton region re- 
quires special treatment. 

Second: These states by reason of 
their large area of improved and un- 
improved land, large rural population 
and urgent need for capital to develop 
agriculture are entitled to four of the 
twelve land banks. 

Third: One of these banks should 
be in the southeastern’ district, of 
which Georgia is the natural center, 
being the largest state and the largest 
producer of crops, with the largest 
rural population east of the Missis- 
eippi river. About Georgia the states 
of South Carolina, Florida and Ala- 
bama naturally group themselves, and 
-in this territory Macon is the most 
convenient site for a farm land bank. 

The brief presented by Secretary 
Walter G. Cooper, of the Atlanta Cham- 


ber of Commerce, follows in part: 
“We advocate a district composed of the 


.four states of Georgia, South Carolina, Fior- 
ida and Alabama, with Macon as the site 
of the farm land bank. This district pro- 
duces one-tenth of the crops of the United 
States and is the home of one-nintn of the 
rural population. It has one-thirteenth of 
all farm land and one-eleventh of the un- 
improved land in farms.

He then steps to the 
left with that foot, pivoting on it to 
the left and finishes the measure by 
taking a slide to the right, drawing the 
left foot up to the right.

“So, my fellow citizens, I feel ris- 
ing in my pulses already the inspira- 
tion and impulse which is to come not 
only to the United States, but to the 
world next Tuesday. IL do not identify 
myself with them. To me has fallen 
the unspeakable good fortune of hap- 
pening to be the spokesman of the 
American people at this critical and 
fateful time. I do not know what is 
wise. I cannot be sure that I judge 
right, but I am sure that my heart 
speaks the same thing that they wish 
their hearts to speak. It'is only in 
this impulse, in this sympathetic con- 
nection which I am sure that I have 
with them, that I am worthy to speak 
for them at all. 

“Therefore, I can feel some of the 


impersonal inspiration which comes 
from events and circumstances like 
the present. Every man who has read 
and studied the great annals of this 
country may feel his blood warm as 
he feels these great forces of humanity 
growing stronger and stronger, not 
enly, but knowing better and better 
from decade to decade how to concert 
action and unite their strength. In 
the days to come men will no longer 
wonder how America is going to work 
out her destiny for she will have pro- 
claimed to them that her destiny is not 
divided from the destiny of the world 
that her purpose is justice and love of 
mamkind.

GERMAN PEACE MOVE 
BLOCKED BY BRITAN 


Kaiser Had Arranged to In- 
voke Good Offices of the 
United States. 


Chicago, November 4-—The Daily 


News today prints the following: 


“The inside story of the sitjiation 
which led up to the famous peace in- 
terview given out a month ago by 
Charles H. Sabin, president of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York, came out today for the first time 
in connection with Mr. Sabin’s visit to 
Chicago. 

“Mr. Sabin had received information 
from an unimpeachable source that a 
message was.on the way to President 


Wilson from the German government 
asking him to use his good offices to 
bring about an early peace,” said The 
Daily News’ informant. 

“Certain neutral diplomats had ac- ' 
tually prepared to start for America 
as the bearers of the German govern- 
ment’s proposals. Mr. Sabin never in- 
timated in any way that Ambassador 


Gerard Was the bearer of the. Kaiser's , 
| message. 


The coincidence of Mr. 
Gerard being on his way to the United 
States at the time led to the deduction 

rinted in some of the newspapers that | 
Mr. Gerard was bringing the message 
to which Mr. Sabin referred. 

“However, at about the same time 
that Mr. Sabin received this news from 
Germany, the alert intelligence de- 
partment of the British government 
had learned the same _ facts. Great 
Britain lost no time in nipping the 
German peace movement in the bud. 
It will be remembered that: Lloyd- 
George immediately came out with an 
emphatic statement in’an interview 
saying that Great Britain would re- 
Bent any attempt on the part of any 
neutral government to institute a 
peace movement at that time. A few 
days later Premier Asquith made aj} 
statement in the house of commons 
that ‘this war cannot be allowed to 
end in some patched-up, precarious and | 
dishonoring compromise masquerading 
uhder the nate of peace.’ 

“These emphatic statements caused 
the German overnment to abandon 
its efforts at arriving at a peace 
through the good offices of the United | 
States. The Lloyd-George and Asquith | 
statements were so evidently intended 
to head off the movement which was | 
being initiated that it seemed useless | 
to go forward with it. The result was 
that Mr. Sabin was placed in the un- 
fortunate position of having given out! 
a warning oh a most important sub- 
ject, for which the occasion was sur- 
denly removed.” 


FORD DEFENDS PLANS 
FOR EXPANDING BUSINESS 


Detroit, Mich., November 4.—Henry 
Ford, in a statement today, denied 
that his plans for greatly expanding 
the Ford Motor company’s business 
could be considered “reckless and un- 
wise.” His statement was in reply to 
the temporatfy injunction which Horace 
and John F. Dodge obtained against 
the Fotd company last Thursday re- 
straining the eompany ffom uaing its 
assets to develop its business along 
lines recently announced by Mr. Ford. 

their injunction petition, the 
Dodge brothers, who own ten per cent 
of the Ford Motor Car company’s stock, | 
demanded that most of the company’s 
immense surplus be paid in dividends 
to stockholders. They alleged that Mr. 
Ford’s plans to buy iron mines, es- 
tablish blast furfiaces on the Detroit 
river near here, and@ double or treble 
the capacity of the Ford plant in De- 
troit were “reckless and unwise.”

POLAND TO BE MADE 
INDEPENDENT STATE 


Amsterdam, November 4.—(Via Lon- 
don, November 5.)—A Berlin dispatch 
received here, says General von Bese- 
ler, governor general of Warsaw, will 
announce tomorrow that the German 
and Austrian emperors have agreed to 
an independent state of Po- 
land with a hereditary monarchy and 
a constitution. A precise definition 
concerning the frontiers of Poland is 
reserved. 

The proclamation will say that the 
glorious traditions of the Polish armies 
in the present and former wars will 
be perpetuated in a national army 
whose organization and training will 
be regulated by mutual agreement.

and doves may be légally slaughtered, 
there are a number of game animals, 
even birds, for which the season has 
already opened, and the crack of the 
huntsman’s gun may already be heard 
in the land. Wild ducks may be shot 
from September 1, the season for the 
native variety closing on January l, 
but remaining open for the migratory 
species, which are controled by the fed- 
eral law, as late as April 20. The bag 
limit on native summer or wood duck 
is twenty-five in one day, but fifty mi- 
gratory ducks may be brought in by 
the hunter and he can sell them, if he 
chooses. 

The season for cat squirrels and 
opossums started on October 1, and 
they may be killed until March 1. Only 
fifteen of the former may be killed in 
one day, but their is no bag limit on 
Br’er ’Possum and he may be hunted 
ad libitum, 

Great interest is felt in the southern 
part of the state in hunting deer, the 
season for which opened on October Il, 
and will close on December 1. Under 
the amended act either sex of the ani- 
mal may be killed, but the hunter is 
limited to two in a single season. The 
killing of fawns is prohibited. In re- 
Sard to the promise offered by this 
eport, Commissioner Arnow says: 

“Deer are yet to be found in many 
south Georgia counties. While ,the 
coast counties are the chicf lure of the 
deer hunter and the islands of the 
coasts are the feeding grounds of many 
thousands of these magnificent game 
animals, Thomas, Grady and several 
other counties of southwest Georgia, 
still have many in their swamps ‘and 
hammock lands. 

Still Wild Turkeys. 

“Wild turkeys are usually found 
where there are deer, both requiring 
not only an adequate food supply, .but 
plenty of cover, where nature best pro- 
tects them from their chief enemy— 
man.” 

The season on wild turkeys opens 
+. November 20 and closes on March l, 
while two only, which may be of either 
wex, may be legally killed by any one 
hunter in one season. The woodcock, 
a very fine game bird of migratory na- 
ture, is less plentiful than formerly, 
according to Mr. Arnow. It may be 
Killed only during the month of De- 
cember. 

Speaking of the quickness of the 
quail to acquaint himself with the dan- 
gers Which threaten him from the Nim- 
rod’s gun and his shrewdness in con- 
cealing himself, Mr. Arnow said: 

"On November 20 the quail or Bob 
White ‘sits up and takes notice,’ for 
he soon realizes that he is snorn o1 
the protection afforded him by the 
law, since March 1 preceding, and, 
after the grack of the first gun, he 
learns to be constantly on the alert. 
While he is frequently found in open 
places, where he seeks food, he soon 
discovers, if he escapes being killed 
on the first ‘rise,’ that he must use 
#0od judgment in the selection of the 
proper piace to alight, so that dog and 
hunter may be thrown off the scent and 
he may enjoy comparative security for 
the rest of the day. It is this shrewd- 
ness in taking care of bimself quickly 
developed by the bird that gives all 
the more zest and excitement to his 
pursuit b: the sportsman.” 

New Bag Limit. 

The bag limit on all game birds, ex- 
cept migratory ducks, is now tiwenty- 
five in one day, (except, of course, wild 
turkeys), the day’s kill having been 
reduced by the last session of the leg- 
islature on doves and snipe from forty 
to twenty-five. 

The sale of all game birds, except 


migratory ducks, is prohibited by law, 


as is also the sale of squirrels and deer. 
Under the amended game law the sale

a broad wound across the  0»nose 
and cheek, wounds in the left temple 
and on the finger, and an eye shot out. 
It was not until September 29 that the 
lieutenant was transferred to a shore 
hospital, clad only in underclothing, 
being transferred on November 6 to 
the military prison in York Castle, 
whence the wounded officer, whose 
wounds were still open and who was 
threatened with the loss of the other 
eye, was sent in mid-December to Dyf- 
fryn, Wales, the account states. 

A British surgeon later proposed to 
transfer the wounded officer, as totally 
invalided, to Switzerland, and a Swiss 
commission of surgeons twice voted 
that he be thus sent, but the British 
surgeon general, it is declared, vetoed 
the plan and the officer was retained 
in England. Lieutenant Crompton re- 
peatedly attempted to send his report 
through the American embassy in Lon- 
don, it is asserted, but no report from 
him reached Germany. 

An admiralty officer, recalling the 
newspaper reports of some time ago 
that the British government, having 
been forced by German retaliatory 
measures to abandon treatment of cap- 
tives from submarines, had given or- 
ders to take no submarine prisoners, 
but to send them to the bottom with 
their vessels, declared to the corre- 
spondent that this case with that of 
the Baralong should be considered as 
furnishing all necessary proof that the 
undenied story regarding the govern- 
ment order was true. 

The submarine U-41 was command- 
ed by Lieutenant Commander Hansen, 
accounted one of the bravest and best 
of German submarine officers.

Te my friends, both in the city of 
Atlanta and the county of Fulton, who 
have so earnestly expressed their con- 
fidence in me by desiring that I enter 
the race for tax collector to succeed 
the .ate Mr. Stewart, I wish to return 
my most sincere thanks. 

It has been a question of deep con- 
cern with me in making up my mind 
upon this matter as to whether to 
enter the race or not. A great many 
may think it a sentiment that I feel 
that while I am filling the position of 
mayor of the great city of Atlanta, 
that it is not altogether becoming in 
me to openly enter a campaign for any 
other office. During the gubernatorial 
campaign this past summer, a great 
many people from all parts of the 
state were very insistent that I should 
enter that race, and it appeared to me 
that I had a splendid chance of suc- 
cess, but the controlling influence at 
that time was the position of mayor 
that I was holding; could I neglect that 
hunting for another office? 

It is true that in the tax collector’s 
race that office would not be vacated 
until I retire from the position of 
mayor, yet I could not get away from 
the fact that I was mayor at this time, 
and could not get my conserit to enter 
the centest for that office.

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State of Georgia Passed Resolution 


To Buy Slave Who Saved W. G A. Trestle 


State Owned Negro and 
Worked Him on Railroad. 
After the War Gave Him 
Home and Small Pension. 


The research of Chairman C. M. Can- 
dler, of the Western & Atlantic rail- 
road commission, into the records of the 
road has revealed the fact, mot gen- 
erally known, that the state of Geor- 
gia was at one time the owner of a 
slave. 

Whether or not any other state ever 
owned a slave or slaves is not known, 
but certainly it is highly probable that 
no other state ever owned a slave and 
a railroad at the same time and work- 
ed them together, as was the case with 
the slave owned by the state of Georgia. 

The negro’s name was Ransom, later 
called Ransom Montgomeny by reason 
of the fact that before he was ac- 
quired by the state he was owned by a 
man named H. B. Y. Montgomery. He 
was purchased outright by the state, 
through an act of the legislatyre of the 
year .849, for having saved the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad bridge over 
the Chattahoochee river from destruc- 
tion by fire, and later was placed upon 
a salary under the supervision of the 
“principal engineer’ of the Western & 
Atlantic railroad. 

Subsequently, when the civil war was 
over, and ‘Ransom, now a free man, was 
again remembered by the state. Al- 
though the state was practically bank. 
rupt, an act of the general assembly, 
approved August 3, 1868, authorized the 
superintendent of the state road to pay 
to Ransom from the treasury of the 
road the sum of $562.50 and also to 
provide him with a home during the 
balance of his life. 

In a letter to Chairman Candler, 
Sheriff C. W. Mangum states that he 
remembers the old negro, and that the 
home which the state gave him was 
located about the end of the Western 
and Atlantic team yard, taking in a 
portion of the Central tracks. Sherift 
Mangum also knew Mr. Montgomery, to 
whom the old slave formerly belonged, 
and states that he has heard him re-

Whereas, Ransom, a negro man hired on 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, did, in 
the year 1845, by his own most strenuous 
efforts, and unaided for much of the time, 
save the Chattahoochee bridge from con- 
flagration when on fire, and thus preserved 
@ property which cost the state seventy- 
five thousand dollars; and, whereas, such 
instances of fidelity and valuable service 
should be properly noticed and rewarded; 
and, whereas, «the purchase of said negro 
man for the use of said road would afford 
him a permanent home and is greatiy ae- 
sired by him and would be a proper reward, 
be it therefore 

Resolved, by the senate and house of 
representatives of the state of Georgia in 
general assembly met, That the chief en- 
gineer of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
be euthorized to purchase the negro man 
Ransom for the use of said road; provided, 
it can be done upon reasonable terms. 

Assented to December 5, 1849.

CENTRAL ORGANIZATION 


Hugh M. Willet Made Tem- 
porary Chairman and Judge 
Tindall Secretary. 


The Central Council of Social Agen- 
cies of Fulton County was organized 
Saturday night ata meeting held at 8 
o’clock in the assembly hall of the 
chamber of commerce. Practically all 
of the social agencies in the county 


were represented. 

Hugh M. Willet was elected tempo- 
rary chairman, and Judge W. W. Tin- 
dall was eleoted temporary secretary. 
Two committees were appointed, one 
on constitution and by-laws and the 
other on nomination of permanent of- 
ficers. 

The two committees will report at 
the next meeting, which will be held 
on November 138, at 4 p. m., in the 
assembly hall of the chamber of com- 
merce, at which time William fl 
Cross, of Chicago, general secretary 
of the National Conference of Chari- 
ties and Corrections, will speak. 

Johnson Makes Speech. 

Incidental to the organization of the 
council, Alexander Johnson, field sec- 
retary of the commission on provision 
for the feeble-minded, and a noted so- 
cial] worker, who is in the city for a 
few days as the guest of the local As8- 
sociated Charities, gave his second pub- 
lic address, dealing with the feeble- 
minded and provision for them. 

Mr. Johnson stressed the necessity 
of caring for the feeble-minded intelli- 
gently. 

“We have to care for them like chil- 
dren,” said he, “so that with the proper 
care they can be made happy and use- 
ful. Some day the state of Georgia 
will join most of the states of the 
union, and will provide a state train- 
ing school for the feeble-minded, where 
they may be taught properly and 6x- 
pediently. Then after they have been 
trained they can be cared for perma- 
nently in industrial colonies, where the 
sexes are widely separased.”’ 

Mr. Johnson showed that one very 
important reason for the state insti- 
tution is found in theefact that feeble- 
mindedness is hereditary, it being es- 
timated that two-thirds of the present 
generation of defectives have inherited 
their misfortune, 

Defectives Increasing. 

“There is little doubt,” said he, “that 
defectives are increasing in numbers 
faster than the normals, and their pres- 
ence is a very grave social danger. 
All defectives who mate with others 
like themselves will have defective 
offspring.’ 

Mr. Johnson showed several interest- 
ing and instructive pictures, and spoke 
of the Kallikak family in New Jersey, 
of which there are 486 in the line of 
descent, who are criminals and feeble- 
minded persons, from the originators, 
a revolutionary officer and a tavern 
maid of feeble mind. The officer, him- 
self normal, afterwards married a nor- 
mal woman, and the line of descent is 
made up of 492 useful and normal per- 
sons.

Practice Schedule for 


the Dashes; 


BY ALEX W. CUNNINGHAM. 
(Coach University of Georgia.) 
As before stated the four essentials 
to be mastered by all dash men are; 
The start-speed-endurance and plenty 
of nervous energy. The start is all 
important and can not be stressed too 
strongly. Speed and endurance come 
with practice. The nervous energy 
mentioned means the fight, the heart 


ward with all you have. The last is 
born in a man and it is up to him to 


get it out. 

Speed is more of a natural gift than 
anything else; some people are just 
faster runners than others. Though it 


is impossible to state with any cer- 
tainty that certain physiques are bet- 
ter adapted to running than others, 
for a study of the diirerent types of 
successful runners show that speed 
is not bound up in any certain torm. 
Though the best dash men have been 
of stocky build with powerful driv- 
ing muscles in the upper ieg, while 
the long distance runners have been 
long limbed and of frailem 3hysiques. 
Speed can be developed by practice and 
faithful'attention to form and strid- 
ing. 

Endurance is acquired by practice at 
longer distances than that of the race 
you run and faithful attention to rules 
of training. Any dissipation tends to 
weaken the runner. And here it might 
that the track men must 
abstain from eating too much or eat- 
ing those things which are indigestible. 
He must keep regular hours and get 
plenty of sleep. Another important 
matter fits keeping off his feet as much 
as possible. Practice for endurance 
should consist in running long dis- 
tances. The 60-yard dash man should 
run the hundred, two-twenty and quar- 
ter mile at a jogging stride. ‘ Never 
run your distance at a jog, for itis a 
bad habit. 

Nervous Energy. 


Nervous energy is that surplus that 
you acquire through hard practice and 
faithful attention to training. Most 
people can run so tar and no fartier. 
When their vitality is exhausted the 
limbs refuse to perform. To increase 
the endurance it is necessary to prac- 


cord tire expert of the | 


tice. To limber up all the organs of 
j the body so that they can perform un- 
‘der greater strain. So the main pur- 
‘pose of practice is to develop the en- 
durance. But it should be noted that 
‘the practice should never be continued 
to the point of weariness. If the athe 
| lete comes in from practice utterly ex- 
hausted he has failed to accomplish 
any good. Practice should be regular 
and should consist of sufficient work 
to develop endurance and the other 
requisites of the work, but never con- 
tinued until he is utterly wearied. 

The dashes consume only seconds of 
time in running the race, but the rec- 
ords made represent months of work. 
The work should be so outlined that 
the athlete ‘strives to be in top form 
the day of the race. It is the climax 
of his season, and practice should tend 
to have him physically and fhentally fit 
at that time. 

All dash men should make 
use of their arms and heads. The fist 
Should be slightly ciincned, as in the 
desperate effort of driving forward it 
is the natural result. The arms sl vuld 
be swung from the shoulder in a for 
ward and backward movimeat, which 
is slightly across the chest. The head 
should be held slightiy forward 
Breathing should not b2 a conscious 
effort in the dash anid should be 
through the mouth. 

The amount of work to do daily is 
most important. Bear in mind that the 
improvement will be slow an] results 
are not obtained ina day Dv» aot start 
at top speed, but gradually increase 
your work. Always practice with the 
squad and preferably in ccmpetition, 
The early practice shou'd ve toward 
loosening up of the muscles, breething 
exercises and then toward increesing 
endurance.

TO FOLLOW ELECTION 


Regard ss of Which Party 
Wing, Real Estate Trans- 
actions Will Begin to Pick 
Up After Tuesday, Realty 
Men Say.

That the Atlanta real estate market 
is in for a boom after the presidential 
election on Tuesday was the optimistic 
prediction made by real estate men 
yesterday. 

The market, they say, has been ready 
for some time for active buying and 


trading, but due to the general dis- 
position of the investing public in elec- 
tion years to withhold until after elec- 
tion time, this “ought-to-have-been” 
activity has temporarily been post- 
poned. 

It is now destined to loom up. This 
optimistic outlook is based upon the 
fact that realty investments are stead- 
ily taking stronger hold upon popular 
favor and that prevailing prices offer 
profit probabilities greater than at 
any time within recent years. 

Outlook Is Bright. i 

The consensus of opinion among 
realty men is that this bright outlook 
is not contingent upon triumph of 
either political party at Tuesday's polls, 
but that it will largely be due to polit- 
ical rest that will ensue, 

“Low prices prevailing are certain 
to attract the investor. He is going 
to put his money in real estate. He 
has wanted to do so for some time, but 
a general disposition on his part every. 
presidential year has kept him from 
investing. He now sees political rest. 
He knows that it doesn’t matter what 
side wins, so far as property values are 
concerned, that it has no bearing upon 
the temper of the market, but he just 
wants to wait and see. By Tuesday 
night he will have geen, and thén he 
will want to act, and will turn loose 
his money.”

MAYO NOW PROBING 
FAILURE OF POLICE 
TO REPLY TO CALL 


As the result of the failure of police 
officers to answer an emergency call 
put in by one of Atlanta’s most promi- 
nent young men—Jack Harland, sec- 
retary and treasurer of Foote & Davies 
company—Friday night, after he had 
been shot at by a negro highwayman 
who attempted to hold him up on Ivy 
street, Chief of Police W. M. Mayo last 
night began a rigid investigation. 

“I am going to find out why Mr. 
Harland’s call was not answered,” said 
the chief. “Mr. Harland has written 
me a letter explaining to me that a 
highwayman shot at him Friday night 
on Ivy street as he was walking to his 
home from the Atlanta. Athletic club, 
and that although he called for the 
police no officers ever answered his 
call, thus allowing the highwayman 
to escape.” 

Mr. Harland’s letter to Chief of 


Police Mayo is as follows: 

“Mr. W. M. Mayo, Chief of Police, At- 
lanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: I call your attention 
to an incident which occurred on Ivy 
etreet last night which might have resulted 
seriously. 

“I was on my way home from the Atlanta 
Athletic club, walking on the west side of 
Ivy street about fifty feet from the corner 
of Harris, when a negro pointed @ gun at 
me an instructed me to turn my money 
over to him I stepped out into the street 
an signaled to @ gentieman in a Ford car 
who was passing at the time, and ag he 
stopped quickly, the negro backed toward 
Harris street and fired, then promptly dis- 
appeared up Harris toward Peachtree. 

“A hurry-up call to the police station 
was not answered in any y and after 
waiting about fifteen or twen minutes, we 
decided the best thing to do was to go on 
home. : 

“I am not the kind of citizen who ex- 
ects to find a policeman on every corner, 
ut I do think that a call of this nature 
should have been given immediate atten- 
tion. If they are not attended to the in- 
evitable resuit will be that we wiil be get- 
ting back to the old and unfortunate custom 
of pistoi-toting. 

“Had the telephone call been answered 
there is every prospect that we would have 
caught the negro. As stated above, for- 
tunately there were no  serlovs conae- 
quences following the attempted hold-up. I 
simply pass this information on to you 
with the suggestion that tn future calls of 
a similar nature that may be received by 
your department should, if at ail bie, 
be answered immediately.

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Past Week’s Stock Market 


Gained Strength From Steel 


Period of Great Activity 
and Strength for Rails 
Within Next Few Months 
Predicted. 


New York. November 4.—(Special.)— 
Beveral facture have operated to pro- 
duce strengin in stocks during the 
past week, the principal favorable de- 
velopmnent being the enormous net 
earnings shown by the United States 
Steel corporation for the third quarter 
of the vear, end the declaration of an- 
other extra dividend for Steel common. 
Rising prices for many commodities 
and increasing shortage of many ma- 
terials is causing strength in a number 
of stocks of companies which will re- 
ceive the benefit of these conditions. 
The railroad stocks have been firm in 
tone, but have shown no disposition 
to take the market leadership and have 
followed movements in industrial spe- 
clalties. The increasing earnings of 
railrvuads and the outlook for a con- 
tinuation of heavy traffic movement 
for 2 long time to come have been 
discounted to only a small extent in the 
case of many railroad stocks, and it 
is predicted that the rails will go 
through a period of great activity and 
strength within the next few months. 

The ‘otation of the new loan to 
Great BPritain seems to be an unquali- 
fied success as far as can be ascertain- 
ed now, and if it is heavily oversub- 
scribed, as is »redicted, it should prove 
a benefit to the security markets. It 
should particularly aid the bond mar- 


ket, as it wili serve to start a new’! 


movement in financing, and there will 
soon be a large accumulation of idle 
monev, which will result from the re- 
turn to the money centers of funds now 
used fur crop moving. The bond mar- 
ket is now practically bare of large 
lots of better class bonds, and prices 
have risen steadily. The bond mar- 
ket has not paid any attention to the 
possibilities cf election day, as its 
etrencih and activity have been due to 
the fact that large amounts of idle 
money are seeking activity. 

The money market has been easy, 
with call money remaining between 
2 and 2% per cent most of the time. 
Banas are seeking investments all of 
the time and good commercial paper 
and acceptances are snapped up when- 
ever they appear in the market. While 
it is believed that there will be some 
firmer tendency in rates within ‘he 
next few weeks, it is expected that 
money will be comparatively easy fora 
long time tu come. The arrival of large 
amounts of gold from time to time may 
tend to keep money from going firmer 
even temporarily. So far in 1916 a to- 
tal of not quite $5,000,000 in gold has 
been imported into the United States, 
Since January 1, 1915, gold imports in 
the United States have been nearly 
$875,000,000. 

The foreign exchange market has 
been firm, as a whole, although Italian 
and Russian exchange has been weak. 

Loan to England. 

The British goverument will be loan- 

ed $300,000,000 through the sale of that 


amount of three-year and five-year 5% 


per cent notes, which will be secured 
by the deposit of stocks and bonds of 
American corporation, also those Ol 
Canada and Canadian companies to the 


extent of $180,000,000 market value ana 
deposit of $180,000,000 in government 
bonds of neutral countries and British 
colonies. From advance reports it is 
believed that the subscription to these 
notes will be in excess of the offering 
wher the. books are closed. AS jas 
been the case in previous’ loans to 
Greut Britain, it is expected that many 
companies engaged in manufacturing 
munitions for the allies will be large 
buyers of these notes. 

The United Steel corporation repost 
for the third quarter of 1916, showea 
net earnings of $85,817,067, which is the 
largest amount ever shown for a three 
months’ period. The previous quarter 
net was little over $81,000,000. In the 
last quarter after providing for unus- 
ual expenditures, bond interest, prefer- 
red dividends and the regular and 2x- 
tra dividends on the common, there 
was a surplus of nearly $52,000,000 for 
the quarter. A significant feature of 
the report was that net earnings ii- 
creased in each of the three montns 
and September net was at a rate abcve 
$1,000,000 for each day of the month. 
From this it is believed that the net 
in the last quarter of the year will be 
avove $90,000,000. For the first nine 


months of 1916 net earnings totalled | 


$227,656,729. 

The war stocks have again come to 
the front as the main outlet for spec- 
ulation, even though stocks of coal, 
sugar, paper and other companies en- 
joying their usual profits are very 
active. Many of the war stocks which 
are not listed on the New York stock 
exchange have advanced from twenty 
to one hundred points in the last few 
weeks. Some of the listed stocks have 
advanced nearly as much. Many com- 
panies which would have been in a se- 
rious position if the war should have 
ended suddenly are now nearing the 
end of their contracts and the fear of 
losses no longer holds back the price 
of their stocks. Additional war con- 
tracts have been placed in this coun- 
try in the last few weeks. It is now 
evident that the end of the war is a 
long way off, and many other war 
orders are looked for during the next 
few months. In this connection, it is 
interesting to note that a French firm 
was one of the bidders to build sub- 
marines for the United States govern- 
ment, which would indicate that as far 
as France is concerned it will not need 
to buy any more submarines here in 
the future. As Russia, Italy and Great 
Britain have ordered various under-sea 
equipment in this country (which is 
partly finished here and then complet- 
ed out of the country after construc- 
tion has reached a point beyond which 
neutrality forbids this work to. proe 
ceed), it is probable that the bid from 
France was made in order to get funds 
for the particular company bidding, as 
otherwise it would be working at ca- 
pacity for its allies. 

Shortage of Cars. 


Conferences of government officials 
and railroad managements have been 
held in order to try to find ways and 
means of relieving the present shortage 
of freight cars all over the country. 
In many industries a tendency toward 
shortage of supplies has been increasea 
by inability to get enough cars to 
move such supplies as are available, as 
for instance in coal, where the freight 
ear shortage has caused a serious ad- 
Vance in prices. The railroads have 
been buying cars in very large num- 
berg recently, but this will not do them 
any good now, as it will be many 
months before the new cars are ready 
for delivery. 

Recent railroad reports show that 
income is increasing, and there are in- 
dications that much larger earnings 
will be shown in coming months than 
at present. The Pennsylvania railroad 
system reports a gain of 34,000,000 in 
gross for all of its line in September, as 
compared with the same month in 1915, 
although net showed a small falling off. 
For the nine months to September 30, 
1916, the total gross of the system 
was $329,372,522, an increase of $62,. 


600,000 over the corresponding period 
Net for the nine months waa

in 1915. 
$84,996,068, an 
over the nine months in 1916. 

Even with the uncertainties of elec- 
tion day so near, directors’ meetings 
during the past week have been char- 
acterized by the same liberality to- 
wards stockholders which has been in 
force for many months, and a number 
increases in 


regular rates, etc., have been reported. 
If the war lasts for six months longer, 
it fs believed that the dividends of the 
first half of 1917 will far exceed any- 
thing which has taken place for a simi- 
lar period so far as many companies 
which have not made any disburse- 
ments yet or have not increased their 
payments are expected to do so if the 
present boom in business lasts much 
longer. Furthermore, many companies 
are just beginning to get the full bene- 
fit of advances which have been tak- 
ing place in their products and so could 
not have increased their payments 
much sooner. The present enormous 
dividend payments has been one of the 
many causes of strength in the invest- 
ment market, as it is a frequent oc- 
currence to see extra dividend pay- 
ments reinvested where regular pay- 
ments are needed for stockholders 
uses. 

October new financing by corpora- 
tions totaled $160,000,000, which is the 
largest for any month since last April. 
An increasing tendency tewards financ- 
ing with stock issues is due to the 
ready market for stocks, and high 


Bonds, of course, have an excellent 
market, but stock financing is always 
more satisfactory when it can be ac- 
complished on favorable terms. For the 
ten months to October 31, the total 
corporate financing was about $1,400,- 
000,000, which is an increase of about 
$200,000,000 over the new financing of 
the corresponding period last year. 

The Pere Marquette is to be reor- 
ganized. This defunct railroad was re- 
garded as one of the most hopeless in 
the United States, but the revival of 
good conditions in the railroad world 
has made it possible to propose a plan 
for rehabillating the road, and it is 
believed that the plan will be accepted 
by its security holders. 

The stocks of paper companies have 
continued to score sensational advances, 
and many new high records were made 
in the last week. The paper companies 
are not only receiving the highest 
prices on record for their products and 
are working at top capacity to fill the 
current demand, but it is believed that 
they will never again face the poor 
conditions which prevailed for years, 
and, in fact, lasted until only a few 
months ago. 

Retail coal prices in the larger cities 
have been higher than in many years, 
and $13 to $15 a ton has been paid at 
some points, owing tn the unusual con- 
ditions in the industry. The shortage 
of cars makes it impossible to radi- 
cally increase the supply at present, 
and the demand has been larger than 
ever before for industrial use and for 
export. Sellers are urging retail buye- 
ers not to purchase coal now, as it is 
said that if much more is bought at 
present there will be such a great 
depletion of res@rve stocks that far 
higher prices will immediately result, 
whereas if buyers hold off, some in- 
crease in shipments is bound to be 
seen soon. These conditions have re- 
sulted in a sudden jump in the price 
of coal company securities, 


Leather Going High. 


Leather is another of the many ne- 
cessities of l'fe which is going to un- 
heard-of ‘prices and all Kinds of arti- 
cles in which leather is used have been 
advarced again and again in the past 
few months. The supply of leather is 
reported to be greatly under the pres- 
ent rate of consumption. 

The demand for copper for home use 
has been heavy in the past week, and 
some sellers have disposed of all of 
their production to July, 1917, and have 
definitely withdrawn from the market 
excepting for occasional] odd lots until 
then. Jt is beiieved that more than 75 
per cent of all available production to 
July has been sold and options exist 
on part of tr.e small remainder. The 
market for ccpper has shown a firmer 
tendency recently, and no copper for 
deliveries Over the next few monthg is 
offered for less than 28\%c a pound. 
The steel market has been growing 
stronser, and as pig iron prices have 
been advanceu $2 to $3 in the last week 
or two, it is expected that further ad- 
vance in finished steel prices will be 
seen soon. Jhe October unfilled ton- 
nages sre expected to show 
exchanse. Steel companies are get- 
ting many orders offered to them, as 
has been the case for months, which 
they are not able to accept. 

Wher prices went to the highest 
level since the civil war, with sales 
at abo-e $1.$) per bushel at Chicago 
and with cask wheat above $2, but ex- 
tensive profit taking developed at the 
higher prices, and there was also wou- 
siderable short selling. Shorts had been 
timid for a long time, bust they realize 
that the market has too rapid an ad- 
vance to be sustained, although it is 
predicted that it will recover and go 
to new high levels soon.

FAILURES IN OCT OBER 


| This is not a haphazzard estimate, 


it 
kind of fare all 
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Harvesting Sweet Potatoes. 

Over a goodly portion of the south 
harvesting of sweet potatoes is now 
or soon will be in progress; probably 
in the more northern portions of the 
cotton belt the crop has already been 
dug. There has always been a great 
difference of opinion as to when was 
{the proper time to do this work; some 


‘have maintained that the crop should 


‘be left until the vines are bitten with 
frost and that if the vines are then cut 
immediately from the potatoes that the 
latter will keep better than if handied 
in any other manner. The consensus 
of opinion, however, seems to be that 
frost is very inimical to the life or 
the sweet potato, and that decay wil! 
soon set in after the vines have been 
nipped, and the subsequent loss is 
much greater than if the potatoes had 
been harvested earlier. 

Probably the reasons advanced for 
‘late digging have not so much Dasis 
, upon the'tbetter keeping qualities of 
i; the potatoes as they have upon the 


facts that the yields are likely to be’ 


; better, the percentage of edible pota- 
ties will be larger, and that the quality 
will be improved by the better matur- 
ity of the potato. A 

In condemning the practice of dig- 
ging after frosts, many writers claim 
that the only way in which it is possi- 
ble to safely do this is to cut the vines 
before any frost occurs and use them 
as a mulch to protect the potatoes and 
the potato stubble from the action of 
frost—only when well protected in 
some such manner can there be any 
hope that their keeping qualities will 
not be injured. The experimental evi- 
dence also is in favor of the practice 
of early digging, that is, early enough 
so that there is little risk to run of 
the frost damaging the potatoes. 


Effect of Increase in Soil Moisture. 


There is another factor which great 
ly affects the keeping qualities of 


sweet potatoes, and that is soil mois-, 


ture. Nearly every one is cognizant oft 
the fact that the moisture in tne po- 
tato, unless the excess is removed, will 
endanger its keeping quality; but very 
few take into consideration the ques- 
tion of the influence of the moisture 
in the soil. 

When the fall has been compara- 
tively dry, with plenty of moisture in 
the soil so that there has been a good 
growth of the potatoes, the resulting 
product, if handled carefully, 
not be hard to Keep throughout 
winter; but if in the later stages of 
growth there comes excessive rains 
following very dry weather, the pota- 
toes will take up an excessive amount 
of moisture from the wet soil; they 


will become watery, the taste will be' 


injured and especially if the weather 
be warm they will quickly spoil. 

Under such conditions the potatoes 
should be dug as rapidly as is possible 
so as to prevent this taking up of wa- 
ter from the soil. With the large pro- 
ducer, of course, it will be impossible 
to dig his whole crop at once, but with 
the ordinary farmer who has but a 
small acreage, it should be the aim to 
rush this work and prevent this injury 
to the potatoes. 


Care in Handling. 


One of the chief causes of loss of 
sweet potatoes are the bruises result- 
ing from careless handling. Cuts will 
'often callovs over, but bruises are usu- 
‘ally fatal, and bruised potatoes should 
be sold for immediate table use only. 
Potatoeg seem to have a good protective 
skin and look as if they would stand 
all sorts of rough treatment, but the 
fact remains that the less they are 
handled and bruised the better will 
they keep. They must be hauled in 
baskets or crates, never in bags or in 
bulk if they are to be’ stored; many 
are now following the practice of grad- 
ing their potatoes in the field and put- 
ting the potatoes into crates and allow- 
ing them to remain right in these same 
crates for hauling, storing and for mar- 
ket, thus giving them a maximum of 
protection and with a minimum of 
handling. 


Storing. 


Granted that the potatoes have not 
been damaged by frost or by handling, 
there still remain a few precautions 
which must be observed in order that 
they may keep as they should. The ex- 
cess moisture must be dried or driven 
out, the potatoes must be kept at a 
uniform temperature and dry while in 
storage. The common method of stor- 
ing is about as follows: 

A high spot of ground is chosen s0 
that no surface water will run into the 
heaps; pine straw to the depth of one 
fo® is then spread in place, and on 
this the sweet potatoes are piled im 
conical piles containing twenty-five 
bushels or more. Then the potatHes are 
covered by another layer of piné straw 
and a roof of some kind built over 
the heaps to Keep out rainwater; after 
the potatoes have gone through a 
sweat, dirt is thrown over.the top layer 
of pine straw, and as the weather be- 
comes cooler more dirt is added until 
there is sufficient to keep the potatoes 
from injury by freezing; there is usual- 
ly a small gen ne left at the top of 
the heap for ventilation, at least until 
very cold weather.

scattered out so that the wind and sun 
may have a chance to dry them out 
although if the sun is very hot this is 
not cesirable. Then by covering only 
with the pine straw for a few weeks 
they have still greater opportunity te 
get thoroughly dry before being tight- 
ly inclosed for the winter. 

«robably ninety-five per cent of the 
sweet potato crop of our general farms 
is carried through the winter in this 
way of storing, though often some oth- 
er material than the pine straw, such 
as shucks, oat straw, or corn stalks, 
may be used as the packing materiat. 
By having the potatoes in piles of about 
twenty-five bushels, there is more 
chance of carrying through some of the 
crop; should one pile commence to rot, 
there igs no way by which the trouble 
can be communicated to another pile, 


and besides, if potatoes are wanted ,at! 


any time they may be obtained without 
exposing any large amount to unfavor- 
able conditions. 


Another Method. 


Several years ago the writer read of 
another method and tried it out with 
fair success. One objection to it is that 
it is rather wasteful of sacks. Accord- 
ing to this method, the potatoes, after 
a few hours sunning, are placed in old 
fertilizer bags, and if the weather is 
fair these sacks were placed on the 
Sround on the sunny side of a barn or 
shed and turned daily for several days 
until the potatoes were fairly well 
dried out or cured. o 

Then the bags were carried inside 
of the shed and stacked as carefully 
as possible, leaving spaces between 


them for free circulation of air; when, 


cold weather approached, hay was 
thrown over the entire mass, the depth 
of the hay being increased as the 
The advantage 
claimed for the method was that the 
spores of disease were for the most 
part retained in the bag where they 
occurred and did not readily become 
transferred to others. If, however, the 
spores were upon all of the potatoes, 
or if the latter had been carelessly 
handled, there would be no special ad- 
vantage. If this same method were 
used with crates instead of with bag‘s, 


,; there would be much less bruising of 


the potatoes and the same advantages 
in part at least obtained. 


Kiln-Drying. 
By far the best method of keeping 
sweet potatoes, and the only method 


ties, is the kiln-dryifg method. This 
method is patterned on the methods in 
use for curing hops and also for cur- 
ing certain kinds of tobacco. It util- 
izes hot air for the purpose of driving 
off the excess of moisture from the po- 
tato. To do this properly there must 
be a good potato storehouse which is 
used both for the curing and for sub- 
sequent storage. In order to protect 
the potatoes during -the winter, these 
are usually built with double walls, and 
with building paper, ‘80 as to retain 
as much heat as possible. 

The ceiling is made, in much the 
same way as the walls, but in this 
plenty of ventilators are built for use 
during the curing process. In the 
house bins are made eight by ten, or 
of some similar dimensionis; the floor 
of these is placed above the floor of 
the building, or of the ground, far 
enough to permit of hot air flues being 
used beneath them for the curing and 
are made of slats in order to permit 
the free passage of the hot air to the 
potatoes. In some houses the ar- 
rangement is such that any bin may 
be heated when desired without heat- 
ing the entire plant, but in small 
houses, such as a general farmer would 


‘need, arrangement may be made only 


for heating the entire house at once. 
In such a house there must be near 
one end a pit in which a stove is 
placed, and the flue from this stove is 
passed under the several bins to the 
opposite end of the storehouse to ver- 
tical pipes or a chimney there, some 
arrangement being made at this point 
for the subsequent cleaning of the 
horizontal pipes which in time will be- 
come clogged with soot. 

The potatoes then are placed in these 
bins with slatted floors, or possibly 
left in crates; when ready a fire is 
placed in the stove and the process 
of curing begins. The ventilators must 
be kept open at this time to allow 
for the escape of the warm moist air. 
The temperature of the house must 
be kept at 85 degrees to 90 degrees 
for several days or until the potatoes 
are cured, after which the fire may 
be allowed to die out. The tempera- 
ture should then be kept near 55 de- 
grees as uniformly as is _ possible, 


though the fire may need to be built :.-

OBSERVATIONS OF AN AMATEUR. 

The farther I progress with my observa- 
tions, experimentations and investigations 
in the chicken business, the more I become 
impressed with the importance of the food 
and drink problem. Of all the things that 
have puzzled me sinoe I engaged in this, 
‘to me, fascinating occupation, this prob- 
lem has puzzled me most. And the farther 
1} go the .more forcible comes to me @ 
statement made by Uncle Joe some ten or 
| twelve months ago, that the feeding ques- 
; tion was of all questions, the most im- 
Having realized something of the 


portant. 
truth contained in this declaration I 
a pin in it’’—to use a common, though not 
entirely cultured expression—but the mere 
I have pondered over it and parleyed with 
it the more I have become aware of the 
greatness of the question and the serious- 
ness of the question. To know exactly 
what to feed and how to feed it, where to 
feed and when to feed, are all difficult 
and perplexing questions, requiring the most 
careful and most thoughtful consideration 
of all who would become successful in their 
undertaking. True, I observe, there are 
great numbers of people who consider the 
feeding question of little importance, but, I 
lobserve farther they are among those who 
pay very little attention to their flock and 
‘are repaid accordingly. One of their num- 
ber recently told me that he had about 
300 hens on his place, and, he continued 
in a habf boastful tone: ‘“‘We get as high 
‘as two dozen eggs per day.” There are 
many such, but the thought of two dozen 
eggs per day from cver twenty-four dozen 
hens at once suggests the idea to the 
progressive poultryman that there is some- 
.thing wrong. While I feel that I’m far 
\from the bottom of the feeding problem, 
I’m sure that study and observation have 
helped me to many facts that are incal- 
‘eulably useful, practical and profitable, 
One of these is to keep soft feed away from 
little chicks until they are at least five or 
six weeks old. When this idea was first 
promulgated by advanced poultrymen that 
dry feed was best for little chicks in ex- 
treme infancy, it was openly ridiculed in 
many quarters and utterly rejected almost 
everywhere. Practical demonstration has 
taught us that dry feed and pienty of clean 
‘water kept before them all the time is the 
only proper way to feed little chicks, a prac- 
tice that has saved me the life of no less 
than 35 per cent of my little birds maggie 
or 
as been obtained by the most carefu! com- 
parative demonstration and investigation. 
There are many chicken men and chicken 
women who advocate the endless use of 
corn for grown-up chickens. I do not agree 
with them. In fact, I have discovered that 
is not best to give chickens the same 
the time. Corn twice a 
day the year round is not calculated to 
render the best results, no more than po- 
tatoes twice a day will do as food for a 
man. Chickens demand a change in their 
‘Gaily ration as well as other creatures. 
Putting two and two together to make 
four, I have compounded the advice of 
several of the best chicken experts on the 
feed question, and from this authority, 
mixed with several grains of personal ob- 
servation, I have drawn the conclusion that 
during cool weather, a morning ration of 


“stuck | 


or ground corn and oats, or else purely 
ground corn and oats moistened with hot 
water is best. I believe the morning meal in 
cold or chilly weather should be fed as warm 
as the birds can eat it. A small quantity 
of red pepper added to the mixture will 
not only serve to warm up their bodies, but 
also to keep their bowels in proper condi- 
tion to be a good egg producer. 

At noon I feed wheat, almost without an 
exception, the year around if it can be had, 
but in the evening something else is bet- 
ter. During cold or ch. weather corn 
seems to be the universal favorite for eve- 
ning food, but during warm weather vege- 
table food is unquestionably a better eve- 
ning ration, corn being considered too heat- 
ing. ’ 

My experience with wheat is that, it 
being exceedingly nutritious, littie of it is 
required to satisfy the birds, it has con- 
stantly a favorable effect upon their bowels, 
and lastly, they seem to relish it better 
than any other food as a strictly mid-day 
ration. My chickens have had wheat for 
dinner all the past summer, and many times 
for want of something else, for breakfast 
and supper also, and yet they like it. 

Many people seem to regard the chicken 
yard a popular dumping ground for all the 
refuse, vegetable corruption and every other 
kind of fiith, but if | may trust my jugig- 
ment as weil as the authorities | have read 
on the best methods of feeding chickens, 
this .practice is not caiculated to produce 
healthy and profitable birds. As near as 
I can interpret the demands of chickens, 
in spite of their filthy habits in some re- 
spects, they want clean food, clean drink 
and clean quarters, as much, if not more, 
than other living creatures, and the less 
filth, stench and corruption they are per- 
mitted to have access to, the better for 
them, 

This, however, does not preclude the 
vaiuable tabie scraps, which are univer- 
sally admitted to be the best kind of food 
for grown-up chickens of all kinds and 
ages, but the use of table scraps, if taken 
to them fresh from the table, can well be 
considered clean food and therefore comes 
fully in line with the above quoted rule.— 
J. BF. Cooley. 


MY EXPERIENCE WITH 
HAREs. 


I have not been in the Beigian hare in- 
dustry a year yet, but as Uncie Joe asked 
me for my experience, 1 will give it. As 
yet 1 have raised none but the non-pedi- 
greed stock, but i wish to start the peri- 
greed stock, as I think it is the better 
class from every point of view and wouid 
not advise a beginner to raise anything 
else. In comparing Beigitan hares and 
poultry I consider the hares far ahead both 
in pleasure and profit. The hare is cer- 
tainly the cleanest of the two and in care 
this counts for quite a iot, then the hare is 
more of a pet than the poultry and in feed- 
ing the hare is no more trouble than the 
chickens and does not make any noise, 
where a few chickens make such a clatter. 
When it comes down to the profit the hare 
ig distincitiy far ahead of pouitry and in 
marketing the poultry are far more work 
than the hare. 

I live on a farm and go to school and 
find the care of the Belgians @ very pleas- 
ant chore in addition to my other work 
morni and evening. It is, in my estima- 
tion, very desirable industry as a side 
line and could certainly recommend it to 
any one wishing a sure thing. The work is 
light and time required short to tend a 
few pens of hares and the profit realized 
for thia little bit of work is considerable, 
and, as I said before, it affords an endiess

development of the young. Next in mating 
and breeding I must emphasize the fact 
that a large well built dve is essential and 
a buck of a very rich color finishes the de- 
sired cross for fine, well bullt and well col- 
ored young. 

The doe should be between five and six 
months old before being bred and should 
weigh at least 7 pounds, as a smail doe will 
certainly rear small offspring. Another 
point I wish to bring out ts aot to breed the 
doe too often, four or five times a year is 
viten enough. Then the doe has a chance 
to look to herself and keep in good condi- 
tion, where a doe bred every month will 
raise small offspring and will net have 
enough to feed them on because she has no 
time to regain her own strength and milk- 
producing qualities. The doe that is bred 
about four or five times a year has plenty 
of milk to feed her young on and hence 
raises larger and smoother young. A dove 
should not be allowed to, have toe many 
yourg ones to raise, eight being plenty. 
In breeding always put doe in the buck’s 
pen and if she is in season she will take 
the buck at once. Then place her in the 
pen in which she is to rear her young and 
see that she has plenty of good material 
out of which to build her nest, which she 
will do in ample time. Then the question 
of feeding is to be taken up. feed hay 
to all of my hares and have found that 
the leaves or chaff which shakes off of al- 
falfu, clover or peavine hay when handling 
it is the best. Then, too, corn is a sub- 
stantial winter feed, but not so good in 
summer, as it is too heating. Bran and 
oats are also good dry foods and a little 
cotton seed meal mixed in a bran mash 
insures good condition in the hares. For 
the young when they begin to come out of 
the nest bran is, I thimsk, the best food for 
them and they seem to like it. as I have 
often seen the whole litter around the bran 
pan eating it as fast as they could. Milk 
is a fine food for the breeding dee and a 
little bread mixed with this at times is 
relished, but too much is apt to make the 
doe forsake the milk also. A little salt in 
the pen all the time does no harm and tlie 
does like a lick once in @ while as well as 
anything else. Another essential in the 
pens is an abundant ey of good, pure. 
fresh water and I think that twiee a day 
is not too often to change the water. All 
food left over from the previous feed, ex- 
cept grain, should be removed befere fresh 
food is put in the pen and this will prevent 
any germs from ging. 

In speaking of the care of the young 1 
would say that_the first thing necessary is 
a good nest box in which the doe is to have 
her young—about two feet- long and one 
foot square at the end with an opening 
about six inches square for the doe to en- 
ter. At about two weeks the young will 
be running round the pen and eating a 
little and at this period a pan of bran in 
the pen is relished by them. When they 
get to be about seven or eight weeks old 
they should be removed from the dee’s pen 
and put in a pen by themeelves and in 
about two or three weeks more they should 
be separated again. The does by therm- 
selves an the bucks by themselves. Again 
at about four or five months eof age the 
bucks should be separated uniess yeu like 
to see a scrap occasionally. These shoul t 
be fed all the while on good meat-produc- 
ing foods and if they are to be seid for 
meat the bucks might be castrated before 
they are three months old, but if they 
are to be sold for breeding purposes they

Netting of one inch mesh is best, but if 
the pen ie boarded with lumber to a height 
of two feet, two-inch mesh ite all righti 
in fact this last is gg serviceable in win- 
ter by breaking off the wind. Sometimes 
the hares wish to burrow in the ground, 
and if they de this I simply place a box 
ef sufficient dimensions to shelter the 
opening over the mouth of the hele and 
leave a hole in the box for the hares te come 
out. Then when I want to catch the hares 
I simply shut this little door when they 
are out. If they do not burrow a box 
good stout materiel and about two end «a 
half or three feet square and about twelve 
or fifteen inches high will accommodate 
six or eight hares comfortably. A smell 
bunch of straw or chaff itn this box makes 
it very warm. have two doors in the 
box, one about ten inches square to put 
bedding tn and another five inches squace 
to admit the hares.—Dougilas

PRICES OF WHEAT 
SUFFER SETBAGK 


Decline Due to Falling Off 
of Export Sales and Con- 
tinued Arrival of Canadian 
Wheat in Minneapolis. 


Chicago, November 4.—After being 
alternately depressed and rallied today 
by varying news in regard to the crop 
conditions in Argentina, the wheat 
market finally underwent a setback, 
due largely to a falling off in export 
sales and to continued arrival of Ca- 
nadian wheat at Minneapolis.

The consequent ten- 
dency to sell on all hard spots was 
manifest, but at the start the chief in- 
fluence proved to be the annnounce- 
ment tnat yesterday's closing quota- 
tions at Buenos Aires showed a fall 
of 7c and was accompanied by word 
that sizns pointed to further benefi- 
cial rains in south and central Argen- 
tina. Consequent depression in values 
here, however, was temporarily offset 
to a great degree by later reports that 
the wesrther in Argentina had turned 
clear and hot, and that exporters there 
were again bidding freely —— a 
rally of 6%c at Buenos Aires. n the 
ensuing bulge, though, Chicago bulls 
turned sellers and put the market on 
the down grade till the close, 

Expurt wheat sales for the day in 
the United States amounted to only 
200,000 bushels and seaboard clear- 
ances were hardly more than half as 
large as a year ago. On the other 
hand, Minneapolis was reported as get- 
ting about 25 cars of Canadian wheat 
a day.

This is well illus- 
trated by taking the visible supply six years 
ago, in 1910, which was then 14,757,792 
bags, and comparing it with the visible sup- 
ply for October, 1916, which is 9,778,595 
bags. Also consider that the annual con- 
sumption of coffee for the past five years 
has been 18,397,000 bags and compare it 
with the estimated production for this year, 
17,500,000 bags,

Important Issues Dull or 
Under Moderate Pressure.

New York, November 4.—Speculative 
interests were again inclined to pay 
heed to poiitical factors today, the 
short period of trading being accom- 
panied by more or less irregularity.

Rails were comparatively inactive, 
the only noteworthy features being 
Norfolk and Western at an advance of 
1%; Peoria and Eastern, which rose 
2 points, and Seaboard Air Line pre- 
ferred. Duluth, South Shore and Ak- 
lantic common and preferred, and To- 
ledo, St Louis and Western at gains 
of 1 to» z points. Total sales amounted 
to 52900 shares. 

Market news of more than ordinary 
significance included the announcement 
of another rise-in the price of refined 
copper, the advance applying to de- 
liveries running into the first quarter 
of the coming year, and indications of 
still higher quotations for fabricated 
steel and iron, industrial centers re- 
porting pig iron at a premium. Trade 
conditions continued to be reviewed in 
extravagant terms, demand being in no 
wise affected by the political situa- 
tion. Over-production, it is declared, 
is too remote for serious consideration, 
lack of labor being the greatest draw- 
back of the moment. 

Foreign gold received during the 
week accounted in large measure for 
the actual cash gain of over $22,000,000 
shown 7 local banks, and the further 
substantlal expansion of excess reserves 
to almost $126,000,000, against little 
more than half that amount the middle 
of September.

DR. DUMBA RETIRED | 
BY AUSTRIAN EMPEROR 


Vienna, November 4.—(Via London.) 
Dr. Yheodor Constantin Dumba, for- 
mer Austrian ambassador to the United 
States at his own request, has been 
retired from the diplomatic service by 
the emperor. The announcement of the 
retirement of Dr. Dumba includes im- 
perial recognition of Dr. Dumba’s ex- 
cellenc services covering a long period 
of years. 

Dr. Dumba was ambassador of Aus- 
tria-liiingary at Washington from May 
24, 13913, until September, 1915. In the 
summer of 1915 he made himself un- 
acceptable to he United States govern- 
ment when he attempted to transmit 
through James F. Archibald, an Amer- 
ican newspaper correspondent, a re- 
port of the Austro-Hungarian foreign 
office which disclosed the ambassador’s 
participation in plans to cripple Amer- 
ican munition plants by strikes. Brit- 
ish agents fornd proof on Archibald 
when he arrived at Falmouth. The 
Washington government cancelled 
Archibaid’s passports and demanded the 
recal' cf the Austrian representative. 
A prceposal that Dr. Dumba quit the 
United States on leave of absence was 
not regarded as satisfactory, and Pres- 
ident Wilson insisted on his recall. 


Weashingtou, November 4.—Accept- 
ance of the resignation of Dr. Con- 
stantir Duniba as ambassador to the 
United States was taken by state de- 
partrrent officials tonight as a plain 
indication that the Austrian govern- 
ment ig about to name a new diplo- 
matic representative to Washington.

Captain of German Submarine 
Tells of Exploits Off Nan- 
tucket. 


Berlin, November 4.—(Via Wireless.) 
Captain Hans Rose, of the German 
submarine U-53, today gave an in- 
teresting account of the voyage of the 
submarine to American waters and his 
impression of Newport and of the ac- 
tivity of the submarine off Nantucket. 

The weather conditions during the 
trip, said Captain Rose, were at times 
very bad, but the submarine surmount- 
ed them so successfully that the prac- 
ticability of making the trans-Atlan- 
tic round trip not once, but under vir- 
tuaHy all conditions, might be re- 
garded as having been demonstrated. 

The American naval _ authorities, 
said Captain Rose, received the U-53 
with the greatest cordiality, but the 
commandant at the Newport station 
was so evidently relieved when he 
learned Captain Rose did not: desire to 
replenish his fuel or provisions that 
Captain Rose received the impression

Advises Housewives to Buy From Day to Day 


SAYS WHOLESALE DEALER HERE 


Declaring that present eacessive 
high prices of foodstuffs are dve tc 
hysterical buying by the American 
public which fears a food famine, @

lanta urges housewives to buy only 
groceries needed from day to day and 
thus allow the market to again be- 
come normal. 

“It is surprising how ma"ly perop:2 
are ‘stocking up’ their pantries and 
cellars in preparation for a ‘food fam- 
ine,’” he states. “This seems to be th- 
fage all over the country and the de- 
mand has been so large (that tac deal- 
ers have been unable to meet it. 

“If Atlanta usewives w.ll do their 
share and the groceric, they 
need from day to day ihey will do 
their share in bringing prices to rvur- 
mal again. } 

NECESSARY FOR PEOPLE 
TO BUY SENSIBLY. 

“Of course, there is a shortage of 
cars just now, but this only makes it 
all the more necessary tor yco,le tu 
buy sensibly. Prices are always de- 
termined by supply and demans, ant 
just now demand is running away with 
supply.” 

The recent sugar shortage in Atlan- 
ta, declires this wholesaler, only dem- 
onstrates that his answer to. the 
question of high prices is correct. For 
a few days there was a shoitage of 
.sugar due to a shortage of cars, and 
the retailers were forced to refuse to 
sell more than $1.00 worth of sugar ‘ov 
any one customer. 

In some instances, this whoi2saler 
states, costs are due to a shoitage of 
crops. This is especially true of fruits 
which are up 33 per cent on the local] 
market. Dry weather last spril-g has 
made the crops late, but tis will be 
remedieq in a month or more when 
the crops will be ready fur market. 
Apples are up $1 a barrel aid oranres 
are up 33 per cent over the usual price 
this year, due to this cause, he states. 
IRISH POTATOES 
COST MORE NOW. 

Even the ever-popular Irish rotato, 
or spud as it is better knovn, is sell- 
ing higher than usual this year. This 
is due to a short crop, wholesalers 
state. Potatoes are now seiling for 
$5.25 a sack, and there aze five buyers

: The Georgia railroad commission con- 
tinues daily to receive further com- 
plaints of the tremendous need of 
freight cars in Georgia to carry on the 
commerce of the state and to supply 
the cities with every-day commodities 
—coal in particular. 

Owing to the fact that the car short- 
age situation is almost exclusively an 
interstate matter, the Georgia commis- 
sion has found itself practically power- 
less to remedy the situation. Chairman 
C. M. Candler, of the commission, how- 
ever, has appealed to the interstate 
commerce commission to do what it can 
to relieve the situation, and in response 
to a request from C. C. McChord, repre- 
senting the interstate commerce com- 
mission, has made several suggestions 
for the amelioration of the situation. 

Mr. McChord has just held for the 


commission with the carriers a -confer- 
ence’ at Louisville, Ky., through which 
conference it is sought to find some way 
out of the situation. 

Meanwhile, the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
Za and St. Louis railroad, which ten 
days ago placed an embargo against any 
of its freight carg being used over the 
lines of the Seaboard Air Line, thus en- 
dangering the coal supply of several 
Georgia cities, according to complaint 
reaching the Georgia commission, has 
extended its embargo to prohibit any 
of its cars being used by lines north of 
the Ohio river,

1912--1916. 

Four years ago today the electorate o* 
America went to the polls and did precisely 
what it is going to do, unless all signs fail, 
next Tuesday: chose Woodrow Wilson for 
president of the United States. 

How different the conditions hedging the 
election of 1916 from those of 1912!  Dif- 
ferent, yet similar, as all*presidential con- 
tests are similar. 

Then the democratic party, upon a plat- 
form of splendid principles, was appealing 
to the American people for a trial: Now, 
having been given that trial, having kept its 
covenant with the people; standing upon a 
Similar platform, supported by a glorious 
record of almost four years’ splendid 
with the same 
master on the bridge, the same colors at the 
masthead as then, is asking for a vote of 
confidence and vindication. 

Then 
looking, must needs appeal on promises; 


achievements, the party, 


the democratic party, forward- 
now, forward-looking still, its promises are 
bolstered by a record unsurpassed by that 
of any administration in the republic’s his- 
tory. Then the party leaders could say only 
what they would do, and point with one 
hand—forward; those same leaders 
van also say what they would do more, still 
pointing forward, 


how, 


and with well-merited 
pride also point backward in support of their 
promises, and cite what they have done! 

During the last four years the democratic 
party has had no bridges to burn; it has 
found occasion to cover none of its tracks 
because each footprint in its record of ad- 
ministration has marked a step in pro. 
gression. It has no apologies to make; the 
American people have asked none. 

Opposing the party four years ago today 
were two parties: .one, its traditional 
enemy, the republican party—the party of 
the self-centered few; the other, a rebellious 
offshoot composed of a great mass of the 
forward-looking element of the old repub- 
lican party to which the rut of reaction 
which that party had followed for so long 
had become intolerable. Now the repub- 
lican party is professedly once more a re- 
united whole, fighting from the same old 
breastworks of “protection” and _ special 
privileges for the few and the “invisible 
government.” 

The democratic party and the demo- 
cratic nominee in 1916 has had to meet from 
the enemy only criticism for deeds done 
without suggestion of an alternative there- 
for; fault-finding, without specified grounds. 
It has been an issueless campaign, upon the 
side of the republicans, because the demo- 
cratic record has been such as to leave 
nothing upon which to base an issue. Since 
the nomination of its candidate the repub-. 
lican party has raised one “issue” after an- 
other, only to drop it speedily as it devel- 
oped into a boomerang. 

It dare not openly reveal its real motives 
and intentions, courting, as it is, the sup- 
port of the progressives. These last, hav- 
ing found the great bulk of the reforms for 
which they @mbarked upon the memorable 
crusade of 1912, now enacted into law by a 
democratic congress, are divided: some 
supporting the democratic nominee, while 
others, led by their standard-bearer of, 1912, 
are actively and vociferously supporting and 
asking the people to return to power the 
old crowd denounced by them in 1912 as 
“reactionaries,” “crooks,” “thieves,” and the 
like. , 

Politics, like misery, “makes strange bed- 
fellows;” and thus we have in the campaign 
just closing, Roosevelt, Perkins, Pinchot 
et al., down in the trenches of privilege as 
of old, again fighting the party of progres. 
sion and humanity, tooth and jowl, shoulder 
to shoulder with Taft, Penrose, Root, and 
the rest of the old guard of the “reaction- 
ary,’+ forces. 

- But the voice of the people will be heard 
again Tuesday; and unless all pre-election

indications count for naught, that voice will 
have a ring in it very like it had four years 
ago. 

At least, let us hope so! 


SINGLE AND INCREMENT TAX. 


Next Tuesday the voters of California— 
a million of them, men and women—will be 
given an opportunity to vote for or against 
a proposed constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the single tax on land to pay the 
expenses of government. The proposal is 
on the California ballot by the will of 130,000 
voters who signed the requisite initiative 
petition, 88,198 of which signatures with- 
stood the most rigid legal checking and were 
validated, whereas only about 74,000 were 
necessary. 

It is planned, under the proposed amend- 
ment, to shift the burden of the government’s 
maintenance upon the land, by taxation irre- 
spective of improvements. In the proposed 
amendment, however, is a clause to the ef- 
fect that “this shall not prevent assessment 
of incomes and inheritances to provide funds 
for old age pensions, mothers’ endowments 
and workingmen’s disemployment and disa- 
bility insurance.” 

The application of the theory of single 
land tax in its entirety and to the full ex- 
tent of it as contemplated in the doctrine so 
ably expounded by Henry George and others 
after him, might prove too drastic, may be 
going too far for this day and time; but 
some sort of taxation reform whereby the 
unearned increment of unimproved real es- 
tate will be made to bear its just portion of 
the burden of the state is not only timely, 
but it is far overdue. 

California may defeat its single tax pro 
posal next Tuesday, because it takes time in 
which to educate a majority of a million of 
voters to a point where they will hazard a 
drastic reformatory step such as this; but 
at any rate a beginning will have been made, 
and eventually at least a modified form of it 


—perhaps in the shape of taxation of the un- | 


earned increment—is bound to be adopted. 
Then, after California shall have demon- 
strated that the water is fine and free from 
sharks, other states will venture in, one by 
one, until unearned increment taxation in 
the end will become nation-wide, just as it 
is in Great Britain. 

California has been greatly exploited by 
absent investors; great tracts of its most 
valuable agricultural, mineral and timber 
lands have been gobbled up when cheap, by 
moneyed speculators and held, to be made 
valuable by and through the thrift of in- 
vestors and improvers, and the improve- 
ments applied to contiguous territory. This 
applies to urban ag well as rural California, 
and in a measure to every state, and these 
land barons who do not improve their prop- 
erty, but hold for the advancement that 
other surrounding development assures, are 
naturally opposed to a tax system that will 
require them to pay tax on this unearned in- 
crement, ; 

However, this is an age of progress. It 
is the generation which has seen taxes put 
on incomes; on inheritances; on the luxu- 
ries, with a corresponding diminution of the 
tariffs on the necessities of life. This afl has 
been brought about, too, very recently and 
under democratic control of the government; 
and each of which reforms were fought, and 
by the same class as is this proposed inno- 
vation in California being fought. It is dem- 
ocratic, though; and the people eventually 
will adopt it in some form or other. 

Once understanding the meaning of the 
term “unearned increment,” what can the 
average, unselfish American voter find in it 
to cause him to oppose taxing it? Here it is 
in a nutshell: 

An investor, let us say, goes into a new 
district and acquires title to, say, a thousand 
acres of virgin land. He locks his deeds, 
acquired for “fa song,” most likely, in his 
vault, and waits. In the course of time the 
fertility of the district, its natural advan- 
tages, beckons the great army of American 
homeseekers and the great body of Amer- 
ican industry-builders always looking for an 
outlet, and the result fs that ere long the 
big speculator finds his thousand-acre estate 
——idle, non-producing—completely surround- 
ed by farms and homes, girdled and netted 
by a system of good roads, with schools and 
churches and community centers within easy 
reach. A rich, prospering, progressive terri- 
tory hems in his dormant acres, and that 
fact alone, with no effort whatever—no en- 
terprise nor expense—upon his part, has 
made his idle acres worth many times his 
original investment. This is the “unearned 
jncrement!” 

And it is at just that that the proposed 
taxation amendment to the California con- 
stitution is aimed, because, under the pres- 
ent system, that land speculator pays into 
the government only taxes based upon the 
valuation of his unimproved, vacant, non- 
income-producing land as such, while the sur- 
rounding properties are assessed upon the 
basis of what their owners have made them 
actually worth. 

Another illustration of the same prin- 
ciple: 

A, B and C, we shall say, each buys a 
vacant lot in a city, each paying for his lot 
$25,000. A, ambitious to improve his prop 
erty and make it income-producing, erects a 
$200,000 building. Soon C. follows, with a 
structure costing half a million. But B, liv- 
ing, perhaps, in a city three thousand miles 
away and having bought the property be- 
tween those of A and C only as an invest- 


‘ment, contentedly and complaisantly per- 


mits his lot to remain idle, simply that it 
may enhance in value through the enterprise 
of his neighbors.

The potential value of that lot above its 
'cost price ig called the “unearned incre- 
ment;” and the government, under present | 
laws, can get not a cent of revenue from it 
through the process of taxation, B paying 
taxes upon its valuation as unimproved, non- 
revenue-producing property! 

The taxing of the unearned increment is 
simply a modified form of the single land 
tax. It has been agitated for a long while 
in America, but California is the first state 
in which it ever has been submitted to pop- 
ular vote. The result of that vote will be 
watched with general interest, because the 
principle is coming in for universal adop- 
tion. It may take time—but it is coming 
none the less certainly, just as the inherit- 
ance and the income taxes came. 


HOW PATERSON SEES IT. 


One of Atlanta’s Foremost 
Champions of Progress 
Makes Pertinent Comment 
On Some Important Topics 


Many Atlantans remember Robert George 
Paterson, who, up to a few years ago, was 
an active newspaper man of this city. They 
remember him, too, as a “dyed-in-the-wool”’ 
republican. Therefore, it may surprise some 
of these who, perhaps, have not been keep 
ing in touch with the movements, mental 
and otherwise, of Paterson to learn that he 
is editor of a bright, snappy magazine called 
“Paterson’s,”’ published at Columbus, Ohio, 
and avowedly and vigorously for the re- 
election of President Wilson. 

Paterson has traveled about a lot since 
leaving Atlanta, and especially has he fa 
miliarized himself with European-American 
relations; and he advises his readers that 
in his opinion the American end of the mo- 
mentous problems arising from time to time 
has been handled by a master hand, in just 
the proper way, and that for America just 
now to make a change in the white house 
would be akin to committing diplomatic 
hari-Kari. 

“I am a republican,” says Paterson, in 
the course of his leading article in the No- 
vember issue of his magazine—the article 
captioned “The Last Stand’—‘“I am a re: 
publican—that is, I’ve always been a re- 
publican, and still count myself one. .. . 
I am an American first. I believe in Amer- 
ica’s common people and want to see the 
government run for them—not the imperial- 
istic bondholders of Wall street. I believe 
in the republican party’s early precepts 
voiced by Abraham Lincoln—‘Government 
of, for and by the people.’ But the repub- 
lican party has gotten a long way from that 
policy,” he goeg on to say; and he closes an 
argumentative appeal by asking his read- 
ers: “Will you aid the imperialists in their 
last stand for control?” 

There is a lot of good, common sense in 
Mr. Paterson’s article, and throughout his 
entire magazine, for that matter. And un- 
doubtedly it will contribute in no small way 
to the overwhelming restoration of Ohio to 
the democratic column next Tuesday.

Leaving the realm of sentiment, we 
are actually killing the goose that laid 
the golden egg, as it were, by disregarding 
one of our richgst assets—the historic value 
of Atlanta as an attraction for those who 
go to and fro, seeing the world. Now that 
Surope is barred in a measure, and now 
that travel is so increased by the use of the 
automobile, it does not take a very far-sight- 
ed person to see that just at present we 
must put forth all our efforts to show what 
we have got in Atlanta. 

The Battle of Atlanta. 

This great battle opened on the morning 
of July 22, 1864, and was one of the great 
battles of the war. Fifty thousand con- 
federates under Hood and seventy-five thou- 
sand yankees under Sherman fought all day 
with a loss of twenty thousand killed and 
wounded, among the dead being Generals 
W. H. C. Walker, confederate, and McPher- 
son, federal. This battle raged all along the 
road to Decatur, and when night' drew her 
curtain over the ghastly scene, the yankees 
had gained no advantage and were still un- 
able to enter the city. 


The Cyclorama. 

Now a superb representation of this bat- 
tle was presented to the city of Atlanta by 
lion. G. V. Gress and stands in Grant park, 
in a most deplorable condition of neglect. 
While it brings a good revenue, and few vis- 
itors to the city fail to see it, the hand of 
decay is heavy upon it. I am informed that 
a condition was imposed upon the gift which 
was that it be kept in repair. Since this 
condition has been violated, it is rumored 
that this valuable money-making exhibition 
is to be taken over by the East Lake Land 
company, their intention being to put it in 
good shape and run it for the profit there 
is in it, as it is said it will soon pay for 
itself many times over. Wherever it goes 
it is a@ most interesting contribution to 
American history, and an object that could 
not be replaced.

The Battle of Peachtree Creek. 

In an interview with General A. J. West, 
one of the survivors of this fight, he gives 
the following information, which, coming not 
from an eye-witness but from a participant, 
is invaluable: 

“The Battle of Peachtree 
fought on July 20, 1864. 

“The skirmishing commenced about 10 
a. m.; the general battle opened about 4 p. m. 
and lasted till night. 

“The federals had 50,000 men and the con- 
federates 30,000. 

“The list of killed and wounded on both 
sides numbered about ten thousand. 

“The Confederate lines extended from 
Piedmont park, along the south side of 
Peachtree creek, to Howell’s Mill road and 
Ezra church. 

“The federal lines extended from about a 
quarter of a mile east of Peachtree road, 
along the north side of Peachtree creek 
to the Howell’s Mill road. 

“Captain Evan P. Howell's battery stood 
where the front yard of Mr. Jack Spalding’s 
residence is now located, the exact spot ig 
marked by a sign board nailed to the big 
white oak tree in Mr. Spalding’s yard. 

“Some years ago Dr. Stiles, who owned 
the property now owned by Mr. Henry Potts, 
brought me a section of an oak tree which 
had 36 grapeshot embedded in one side of it, 
and on the other side 38 grapeshot, showing 
thatthat wasinthe direct line between the 
two armies. 

“After a shower of rain, washing the dirt 
off of the surface, bullets can still be picked 
up anywhere out there by the bushel. 

“On the morning of the 22d of July, 1864, 
when the battle of Atlanta opened, just a day 
or soe after the battle of Peachtree creek, [I 
was riding with Captain John P. C. White- 
head, adjutant general of Stovall's brigade 
in full gallop, under orders from General 
Stevenson to Captain Evan P. Howell, whose 
battery had not moved from the Spalding 
yard, with instructions to Captain Howell to 
rush his battery to the front—bombshells 
were exploding over us and around us— 
when we reached the spot where the Georgian 
Terrace now stands, a shell exploded under 
us, killing Captain Whitehead’s horse—ac- 
count of which appears in General Hood's 
book. 

“Major McKinley, afterwards president of 
the United States, was wounded in the bat- 
tle of Peachtree creek, and when he was 
here at our exposition in 1895 as governor of 
Ohio, I went with him over the battlefield 
and he pointed out the very spot near a big 
rock, between Peachtree road and Piedmont 
park, where he won his commission as ma-

A CITY’S WATERWORKS SYSTEM; 
HOW IMPORTANT THEY ARE 

In 1866 the first steps were taken for 
asystem of waterworks for Atlanta. An- 
thony Murphy, chairman of the city coun- 
cil committee on pumps, wells and cisterns, 
called attention to the fact that there was 
an inadequate supply of water for fire pro- 
tection, sanitary and other purposes. The 
days of wells, pumps and cisterns were num- 
bered. Im 1870, CounciJman Murphy visited 
other cities and made a report on his return. 
A charter for the waterworks was obtained 
and a board of commissioners elected, with 
Mr. Murphy as president. Bonds were is- 
sued and the waterworks, which were locat- 
ed at Lakewood, were established. Several 
years later the Lakewood plant became too 
small and the present waterworks, using the 
river water, were established. 

The most noted official utterance about 
the importance of waterworks for a City 
was made by Alderman Wallace W. Boyd, in 
1898. Mr. Boyd, in a report to council, said: 

“I am convinced that it is our most im- 
portant department, and it is hardly a ques- 
tion but that it is of more importance than 
all the other municipal departments com- 
bined. In its relation to the city, it more re- 
sembles the blood in the human system than 
anything else to which I can compare it. If 
it were to stop, the city would die. Every 
one could be a policeman unto himself; cities 
have grown to five times the size of Atlanta 
with a volunteer fire department; we could 
walk our streets without any further appro- 
priation for street improvements, private 
premises might be kept in a habitable condi- 
tion without a sanitary department, we 
might exist as a city even without a free 
school system, but stop the water supply and 
the city would more rapidly depopulate than 
if it were infested with cholera. Almost all 
of our manufacturing industries would stop, 
our hotels would close, our railroads would 
be seriously crippled,.our large office build- 
ings would become vacant, all our best 
homes would be untenantable, our streets 
and sewers would soon reek in filth, and life 
within the city would.be hardly worth liv- 
ing.”’ 

CITW’S FIRST BOARDING HOUSE~- 
CONDUCTED BY TWO SPINSTERS 

There is hardly a city of its size in the 
country that has more boarding houses than 
Atlanta, which is demonstrated by the num- 
ber of permits issued by council. sjoarding 
houses are, therefore, of some _ historical 
interest. 

The first boarding house in Atlanta was 
kept by the Misses Wells, two maiden sis- 
ters from Henry county, and was opened in 
1848. Among the noted boarders were Jon- 
athon Norcross and William G. Forsyth. 
The building was a two-story wooden struc- 
ture located on what is now called Wall 
street, opposite the union station. The house 
was afterwards moved to what is now 43 
Decatur street, and was used as offices for 
the state road. A few years ago the build- 
ing was again moved by Ed Holland to the 
north side of Trinity avenue, opposite the old 
Trinity church.

Kzra Church. 


The third and last of the battles around 
Atlanta was fought at this church, which 1s 
beyond where West View cemetery now lines, 
on July 27. Sherman and Hood again com- 
manded their respective armies of about six- 
ty and thirty-five thousand. Again the ene- 
my was beaten back, and after three terri- 
ble battles with the odds greatly against us, 
Atlanta still was unconquered. No further 
attempt was made to capture Atlanta, which 
was shortly afterwards evacuated and late: 
burned by Sherman. 

Conclusions. 


It would seem, then, that there is really 
and truly no more historic spot in the coun- 
try than Atlanta. That of the three great 
battles in which the enemy failed to capture 
the city, the only one to be honored in any 
way is the Battle of Atlanta with its fast- 
decaying cyclorama. The Battle of Ezra 
Church is unknown to numbers of our citi- 
zens. The only commemoration of the Bat- 
tle of Peachtree Creek of which I am aware, 
is the solitary piece of plank nailed to Jack 
Spalding’s tree, and the horrid stream which 
is so filthy and revolting. 

It is quite apparent to anyone that north 
Atlanta has not had a square deal. From Five 
Points to Buckhead has been for years worse 
than any old corduroy road. Long ago a 
hundred-foot boulevard, called Battle avenue, 
connecting Peachtree road with Howell's 
Mill road at the creek, was passed up by the 
county commission. Then it seems that it 
was passed by, as it was never yet built! 

On the very site of the Battle of Peach- 
tree Creek they are building on a three-acre 
plot a schoolhouse of Stone Mountain granite, 
dignified and elegant. 

This will be a social center as well as a 
school, and will promote a lot of good under- 
takings‘in the neighborhood, It faces Peach- 
tree road; it faces Habersham drive; it faces 
Battle avenue;’‘it faces 

Peachtree Creek. 


This stream, which, like our clubs and our 
universities, rises in DeKalb county, has vast 
possibilities.

There is no earthly reason 
why this beautiful stream should he a 
nuisance—it would take such a small appro- 
priation to reincarnate this lovely historic 
creek, that has been baptized in blood. Then 
we will plant the banks with hedges of 
honeysuckle or Cherokee rose, with weeping 
willows, dogwood and other of our native 
trees: we will have a drive or promenade 
of which no city could boast a more pic- 
turesque and certainly none more historic 

Now, if the two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand visitors to Gettysburg spend $5 each, 
which is the minimum, perhaps you can 
count up yourself what it will amount to 
to develop and encourage all our show places, 
and have suitable avenues of approach and 
publish to the world that we have such at- 
tractions, among others.

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STONE MOUNTAIN IS A VERY 
HISTORIC SPOT IN GEORGIA 


Stone Mountain many years ago was one 
of the most noted places in Georgia In 1846 
John W. Graves, an enterprising planter of 
Newton county, owned the land upon which 
the Stone Mountain inn and the railroad de 
pot were located. He and Mark A, Cooper 
called a meeting at Stone Mountain on Au- 
gust 1, 1846, of a number of represcentative 
men throughout the state. At that meetinu 
there was organized the Southern Central 
Agricultural society which held the first 
state fair at Stone Mountain The «ej ets 
erected at their own expense creditable ] jj - 
ings sufficient to accommodate the exhil- 
itors. State fairs were held at Stone Moun 
tain thereafter in 1847, 18458 and 184% Due 
ing the fairs Barnum’'s hie circus was a leading 
attraction, and people were in attendancs 
from every section of etate. 

At that time there was no place in Geor- 
gia so widely known and more popular than 
Stone Mountain.

The number of soldiers the 
state contributed to the confederate army 
was about 120,060. Mere boys and old men 
went to the front before the war ended.

Was Held Prisoner 
Of War in Europe 


Waslav Nijinsky, leading male dan- 
cer of the Serge de Diaghileff Ballet 
Russe, which appe at the Audito- 
rium-Armory on theSnight of Novem- 
ber 29 under Atlanta Music Festival 
Association auspicies, is the greatest 
man dancer now living. He was 
scheduled to appear with the ballet 
last year on its limited tour, but be- 
cause of his internment in Austria, 
where he was held as a prisoner of 
war until United States Ambassador 
Penfield secured his release, he was 
unable to join the troupe until the 
last few weeks of its closing engage- 
ment at the Metropolitan Opera house. 
This year he will accompany the bal- 
let on its tour to fifty cities through- 


out America in the dual capacity of 
premier dancer and artistic director. 
Just as the war broke out two years 
ago, Madame and M. Nijinsky were in 
Vienna. It was at this time a little 
daughter was born and the Nijinskys 


were unable to get to their country. } 


They were interned and forced to live 
at the home of Nijinsky’s mother. At 
that time Nijinsky was working on a 
scheme for permanently § recording 
dance steps, corresponding to the notes 
and scale in music. He devised a new 
set of symbols and transcribed several 
of his improvisations in the new sign 
language. Presently the work was 
discovered by his mother-in-law, and 
inasmuch as she could not decipher it, 
she decided that he was a spy. His 
explanations were futile. Thereafter 
he was subjected to every privation 
and humiliation, forced to accept in- 
sult and abuse. Although Nijinsky re- 
ceives $1,100 for each performance and 
is granted four performances a week, 
he was unable to get fifty marks a 
week to pay for a nurse for his. baby. 
Finally he could stand it no longer, 
and with his wife and child accepted 
aid from the Spanish Embassy. Sub- 
sequently Ambassador Penfield secured 
his release. after overtures and guar- 
antees had been made by the directors 
of the Metropolitan Opera company.

Charles F. Hoerr, president of the 
Home Bank and Trust compaiy, of 
Chicago, and chairman of the methcds 
committee of the credit dcpartment of 
’ the National Association cf Credit Men, 
has sent to local associations of credit 
men throughout the country an inter- 
esting article on the subject of “Edue- 


cating the Retailer.” 


H. D. Carter, president of the Atlan- 
ta Association of Credit Men, read the 
article with interest, and recommenda 
it to every member of the lozal asso- 
Clation, The article tollows 

“The recent announceiwlert of the 
National Association of Credit Men 
that its 20,000 members are to devote 
the month of November to tne gath- 
ering of information: as to ‘just what 
the retailer actually knows avout his 
own business,’ directs atteniion torthe 
wave of accountancy @ducation that is 
slowly but effectively swceping the 
country. 

“The better bookkeeping 
propaganda has received impetus and 
stimulus the last few years from a 
great number of business organizations 
and schools. Ever since 19:1 ilarvard 
university has had a bureau of busi- 
ness research. The primarv purpose 
of the bureau is to collect, classify and 
make available comparative informa 
tion pertaining to various lines of 
business. Under the leadersnip of Dr. 
Martin systems of bookkeeving and 
statistics for retail shoe merchants 
and retail grocers are in use ii) several 
thousand stores throughout tne coun- 
try. In return for such information 
as the merchant sends to the univer- 
sity, he receives comparativsa tables 
telling him what other mercnants in 
the same line of business are duing, 
He learns, for instance, that the vol- 
ume of sales bears a cefttain relation 
to his rent, his delivery expcnse, his 
clerk hire, etc., and best cf all, he re- 
ceives in printed form just waat the 
Various percentages are. With tnis 
valuable information at sand he pro- 
ceeds to compare the perc-ntaces given 
him with the figures he himself has 
collected, and proceeds at onec:, .f he is 
bright, to adjust his business suffi- 
clently to secure the game resuits as 
his competitors. 

“The federal trade 
also taken a sturdy 
cational campaign.

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All this has been changed by the new 
federal trade commission. This gov- 
ernment body, particularly its vice 
chairman, the Hon. E. N. Hurley, has 
toured the country fror: one end to 
the other preaching the new govern- 
ment gospel of co-operacion and kind- 
ly helpfulness. Mr. Hurley has, among 
other things, again and again empha- 
sized the seriousness of the problem by 
pointing out that there are 190,000 out 
of 250,000 business convcrns in the 
United States that yield thelr owrers 
absolutely no income.

Sinve between 80 and 
85 per cent of the wori's business igs 
done on credit, it behooves tne busi- 
ness world to do every.hing in its 
power to stabilize business and credit 
conditions. If ithe small ‘nerzhant can 
be persuaded to take inventory at 
least once a year, and if he can be per- 
suadeq to find out absolute'y 10\~ 
much overhead expense skouid come 
out of every piece of merchandise he 
sells, there will be fewer failures and 
the nation will be much better off as 
a whole. Let us hope that ip this vital 
work the pupil will prové a willing 
and. receptive student.”

FARMERS URGED 
TO GROW POTATOES 
IN HOUSTON COUNTY 


Fort Valley, November 4-—(Special.) 
While at present its chief claim to fame 
rests upon tts pre-eminence as a fruit 
center, Fort Valley is rapidly assum- 
ing commanding proportions as a man- 
ufacturing point with special reference 
to the utilization of the products of 
the soil. The latest industry along this 
line is the opening up last week of a 
canning factory for the purpose of can- 
ning the very prolific and succulent 
sweet potato. 

A. J. Evans, known throughout Geor- 
gia as the largest individual grower of 
peaches within the atate and the direct- 
ing genius of a largo number of impor- 
tant and successful enterprises, has in- 
stalled a complete and modern plant 
for the canning of potatoes. The plant 
is of such capacity that the entire cro, 
of this section can be handled at a 
most satisfactory price to the grower. 
Heretofore, after the first gathering, 
the growers found it a difficult matter 
to dispose of thelr crop and were 
forced to “bank” them, which at all 


‘times was risky and in many instances 


a good percentage of those so housed 
were lost during the most rigid weath- 
er of the winter. 


It is Mr. Evans’ intention to contract 
with farmers for any amount of pota- 


toes they may grow from year to year 
at so much a bushel, thus insuring to 
the ‘grower 4 ready market for all he 
produces. It is confidently expectea 
that his new enterprise, coupled with 
determination of Mr. Evang and other 
business assovlates to erect a peanut 
mfll, will prove a further inspiration 
to the farmers to grow largely of other 
commodities in the fight necessary to 
defeat the ruinous effects of the boll 


weevil. 

The farmers of this Immediate sec- 
tion are wire fencing in large areas 
for the purpose of planting chufas, 
peanuts and j ota‘.oes, the first to be 
used exclusively in the fattening or 
hogs, the last two crops after being 
gathered for *he canneries to be pas- 
tured by the hogs. It is expected thar 
this county will be cne of the greatest 
feeders for tne packing plant to »be 
erected in Macon.

Perhaps no man could have foreseen 
it who did not foresee the leaping vibrations of the wireless mes- 
sage, the swooping salutation of the aeroplane or the spangled 
roof gardens of the skyscraper. And yet nothing is more certain 
than that this aerial age is expressing but the infancy of a daring 
and an endeavor that are to transhgure the roofs of the world.

DR. BRENTON’S 

‘ADDRESS. 

The next speaker on the program 
was Dr. Cranston Brenton, of New 
York, chairman of the bureau of cen- 
sorship of motion picture films. Dr. 


Brenton’s coming was a distinct com- 


pliment to the federation generally, 
and Mrs. Logan Pitts, particularly, 
whose invitation he acceptei. Mrs. 
Pitts, state chairman of civics, is a 
member of the national board of cen- 
sorship, and, having a place on the 
first evening’s program, asked Dr. 
Brenton to fill it. 

The speaker stated that he real- 
ized the motion picture to be one of 
the greatest educational powers in the 
world today. It touches every phase 
of our social life. 

“The motion picture industry may be 
ranked either third, fourth or fifth in 
the United States. First comes agri- 
culture, second transportation and 
then comes steel, oil and motion pic- 
tures. If it is true that the motion 
picture industry is such a power for 
good and for education; if it is true 
that it is such a commercial institu- 
tion, then it is well that an audience 
like this consider its importance and 
realize your responsibility. 

“The industry is no infant; it is in 
in the adolescent stage. It is 12 or 14 
years old. It is in the most crucial 
part of one’s existence, and I urge you 
to guide it, to lead it, and ‘give it the 
benefit of your powers. . 

“We see the greatness of the indus- 
try,” said Dr. Brenton, “but what will 
be the outcome? Of course, it has its 


dangers. It might be strangled through | 


adverse legislation. I urge each of 
you ,;women to stand firm against leg- 
islation by the states.

| Second District Report | 


Two thousand years ago the world’s 
greatest teacher laid down the princi- 
pal to his disciples, which is as fun- 
damental now as it was then, when he 
said: “Blessed are you that hunger and 
thirst after righteousness, for ye shall 
be filled.” For the things that you 
desire in your inmost heart, you shall 
obtain. 

H. G. Wells, the English novelist, 
wrote a book called the ‘Research 
Magnificent,” that made a profound im- 
pression on many people—in it he pic- 
tures the hero as striving with all his 
might to attain the most perfect de- 
velopment of which he was capable. To 


accomplish this he made a list of all]. 


his limitations and then one by one 
tried ot get rid of them. To me, that 
was the weak point of the book, be- 
cause it would seem in that way we 
would develop negative characters. 

‘In trying to get after motives which 
are inspiring the women of the fed- 
erated clubs to do the wonderful work 
they, are doing and tea | beneath the 
surface and seeing the ideals which 
both the city and rural women are 
trying to attain. I see that they are 
not working on eliminated faults but 
rather obeying the precept of the great 
teacher who taught us to do things. 

Woman has by nature the conserv- 
ing instinct—the intense desire to keep 
house, not only for herself but for 
her community, and though heretofore, 
she has been held to a strictly indi- 
vidualistic life, it is time that she unite 
her effort with man to make life in- 
stead of wealth. Isn't it time that we 
place the emphasis in the right place? 
‘A child is more important than a ma- 
chine—a garden more necessary than 
a skyscraper.” 

I wish I had time tonight to tell in 
detail all of the things that the dif- 
ferent clubs in the second have done 
this year to make this dream a reality. 

The Albany Woman's club—estab- 
lished two parent-teaeher clubs in the 
schools—conducted a better baby pro- 
paganda for three days and it has two 
very interested study circles in domes- 
tic science and the C, L. 8S. C. 

Bainbridge gave two scholarships in 
their high school, loaned a circulating 
library to the rural schools, sold nearly 
three thousand Red Cross seals. 

The Blakely women, besides all the 
other work they did, entertained the 
district convention in May and did it 
most beautifully. 

Cairo established a library in the 
school, sent out magazines and books 
to the rural schools and one lady in 
Cairo visited personally every rural 
school last year. ; 

Monticello has started an associated 
charity. 

Pelham and Camilla clubs are giving 
particular attention this year to the 
county schools. 

Thomasville owns and maintains 
their library. This your has spent be- 
tween four and five hundred dollars on 
it. Also sent out numerous books and 
magazines to rural communities and 
has equipped one of the most perfect 
bley grounds in the state. \ 

ifton is doing wonderful work 
along educational lines. One hundred 
and fifty Visits made by the club wom- 
en to the rural schools. Cd&-operatinge 
as they did in the campaign against 
illiteracy, fifty adults were taught to 
read and write last year. A Tifton club 
woman, Mrs. Peterson, was asked to 
make a talk on education at the re- 
cent biennal in New York. Five thou- 
sand of their pamphlets explaining their 
method in the rural schools were dis- 
tributed there. Some member of the 
club have offered to furnish next year, 
music, art materials and lessons to 
twelve talented children from the rural 
schools whoge talent could not other- 
wise be devoted. 

Nine new clubs have come into the 
federation. this year, making a total of 
forty-two clubs in the second district 
with a total membership of sixteen 
hundred women. They have raised and 
expended mostly for educational pur- 
poses $5,000, $219 has been contributed 
to Tallulah Fall school. 

A large sum has been contributed to 
the students’ aid fund. , 

The district has two definite objects 
in view next year—one is, to place 
this study of domestic science within 
the reach of fifteen hundred women in 
the district. To facilitate that, the 
Albany Woman's club has very gener- 
ously gotten out 500 pamphlets, giving 
all necessary information for free dis- 
tribution in the district. 

The other is to so co-operate in the 
campaign against illiteracy, that there 
will not be a man, woman or child in 
the district who isn’t able mentally and 
physically to take his place in the af- 
fairs of his community and state.

Girls in Every Part of State 
Aided to Secure Education 


The report of the Student Aid com- 
mittee was as follows: 

Madam President and Friends: At 
this stage in the development of the 
Student Aid work we judge that a par- 
tial resume may prove not only in- 
teresting to its friends and supporters, 
but also may demonstrate to those as 
yet unfamiliar with the work, its 
Srowth, scope, usefulness and neces- 
sity, hence the somewhat historical 
tone of this report. 

The first appeal to the 
of this federation, sowing them to 
establish a loan fund for the use of 
Georgia girls in obtaining an educa- 
tion, wasmade by Mrs. Frank Wood- 
ruff at the meeting held in Valdosta in 
1908. This appeal resulted in the or- 
anigation of a Student Aid committee. 
‘ew are present today who are fa- 
miliar with the beginnings, but the 
passing years have brought to the un- 
dertaking the succesg and confidence 
which come to every legitimate and 

temp peng effort. At every step 
orward we have been met by enthusi- 
asm and co-operation, while, best of all, 
scores of Girls are leading useful, 
happy lives, looKing gratefully back to 
the day when the Federation held out 
to them the helping hand. 

Loans Made. 

For the sake of conciseness we pre- 
sent certain facts in the following 
table showing amount loaned and the 
distribution thereof:

1. We have helped girls in every 
district and the fact that more loans 
were made in some districts than oth- 
ers is simply because more girls in 
those districts asked for help, a matter 
of chance rather than premeditation.

3. Up to date $10,099 has been loan- 
ed to meng oh girls. Of these: 

20 have paid loans in full.

These girls range from 17 to 26 years 
of age, are from every walk of life, of 
every sect and creed, and all of hon- 
orable purpose. 

They have been, or are being, train- 
ed in the best schools of the state. 
while quite a number have sought the 
higher or Se training in 
northern colleges, which is denied 
them at our own state university. 
a yine themselves realized the value 
of training, they are urging those who 
come under their influence to take the 
same training, and, when necessary, 
send them to us. 

Every student to whom we have this 
year awarded a loan applied at the 
suggestion of either a club woman or 
one of “our girls.” So you see the 
work seems carried forward partly by 
its own momentum and you can under- 
stand how euch backing greatly re- 
duces the risk of the loan and widens 
the interest in the investment. Quite 
a number of the girls have in course 
of time married, several of whom are 
still teaching and epeak of their 
schools as “my school.” The towns 
seem to hold them to their jobs, 


Growth of Work. 


In 1908 we loaned $35, in 1916-17 we 
are thus far committed to $2,227. In 


1909 we appealed for $5,000 with which 
to do our work and in due time that 
came. Today our treasurer’s report 
shows the assets of the Student Aid 
foundation to be $16,193.79. The 
amount in outstanding loans, $6,232.50, 
is larwe because for the past three 
ears we have loaned each year not 
ess than $2,000. This means that our 
money is at work and, although, from 
the nature of the case, it comes back 
slowly, it comes surely. 

In September, 1916, twenty-one Stu- 
dent Aid girls entered school; seven- 
teen who applied did not enter because, 
in some cases, investigation proved un- 
satisfactory and because we early 
reached the financial limit beyond 
which it seemed not wise to go. 

The question of the moment is: Shall 
there continue to be a financial limit 
or will this Federation provide for 
Georgia girls the opportunities they 
seek? The executive board has placed 
itself on record; we look for a com- 
plete and final indorsement of the 
resolution as presented. One girl 
writes, “If I cannot get this money 
from you now I shall have to hoe 
cotton all my life.” 

The table above shows what the 
foundation has done for the girls in 
your district. What has your district 
done, rather what will it do for the 
foundation so that it may continue to 
meet the growing demand? Take the 
figures home and put the question 
squarely at your next club meeting as 
well as to men and women in your 
community outside the club who should 


00° share this privilege and responsibility. 


Checks for gifts should be made pay- 
able to Mrs. V. C. Mason, College Park, 
Ga. All payments on loans should be 
made to Mr. Alonzo Richardson, treas- 
urer, Empire building, Atlanta. The 
plans for the care and administration 
of the fund entrusted to us are gain- 
ing in all details. A new card sys- 
tem has been devised by the executive 
committee, which enables one at a 
glance to determine the present stand- 
ing of every account. Our investments 
bring good interest and have increased 
in value. The Federation is to be 
congratulated apon the interest, co- 
operation and efficiency of the board 
of trustees of the Student Aid Founda- 
tion. 

Mrs. Davies Appointed. 

During the year your chairman has 
had many physical limitations, but the 
committee has loyally and faithfully 


met each demand upon time and atten- 
tion, the demand having at times been 
heavy. One new member, Mrs. M. M. 
Davies, has been appointed wy Mrs. 
Fitzpatrick. 

The Student Aid story is old, but 
ever new, because of the life stories 
of our girls at work in Georgia who 
are valiantly and often alone fighting 
ignorance and indifference. We can- 
not publish their letters, so remind you 
that your committee strives to keep in 
as close touch as possible with all, all 
the time. No work could be more 
gratifying or compensating. 

If nothing else has been thus far 
accomplished, the unmistakable neces- 
sity for such a fund and its permanent 
benefit to state and individual has 
been clearly demonstrated. While 
Alice Freeman Palmer was president 
of Wellesley college 
saying. “I am trying to make girls 
wiser and happier. It is people that 
count. You want to put yourself into 
people; they touch other people, these

Russian ideal of the Q@@®e is too vivid, too 
colorful, too powérful for effeminacy. 
Take the “Specter of the Rose,” which we 
do. In it a man appears garbed in rose 
leaves. Far removed, you say, from the 
bull-necked gladiator who represents mas- 
linity in its paramount form. And yet, de- 
spite the gentle, languorous moftons of this 
male dancer, he is not effeminate—he is 
too much given over to his art. He is 
neither man nor woman then; he is the 
spirit of an abstract thing. 

However, the general American impres- 
sion is that this sort of dance is opposed 
to masculine ideals. fe,will not dispute 
further. Accepting it, , aSeffeminate, 
let us discover wh ericans should so 
label it. 

It is characteristic of men in the United 
States that they are ashamed of their emo- 
tions; they seek to cover up their feelings. 

Classic dancing, they have agreed, may 
be beautiful and artistic, but, nevertheless, 
is not a suitable occupation for a man, since 
in it he gives himself to the expression of 
unpractical, dilletante things. 

No country so young as America n. 
ever look at art irrespective of the n- 
ality of the artist. Yet art should sO 
judged. A dance should not be considered 
from the viewpoint of who is doing it, but 
how is it done. Americans see that a man 
is doing a beautiful and poetical dance and 
they think more ofthat fact than that the 
dance is artistic. 


When American men give their attention 
to the grace of mind and body which pro- 
duces art and root out the prejudices 
against the masculine expression of beauty 
the creative impulses of your country will 
be markedly quickened.

AM compelled to agree that the popular 

American belief regarding beautiful 

masculine dancers is that they are ef- 
feminate. But this belief is erroneouw. 


God made man’s body more beautiful 
than woman's. The perfect female body is 
shrinking and passive, while the male body 
is only beautiful when it is full of action 
and strength. To be graceful does not imply 
one has weak muscles. The superbly grace- 
ful masculine dancer, on the contrary, has 
strong, well-trained muscles. He has edu- 
cated his body to complete responsiveness 
to his mind. 

A man’s dance should be done by a man 
and a woman’s dance by a woman, but 
there are impersonal, sexless dances that 
can be done by either. 


Dancing is without sex, except that no 
woman can give a male dance as well as a 
man, and vice versa.

An Interesting Article Written 
by Normal Class 
Student.

“l always thought Georgia was a 

lorious place, but the Southeastern 
air has proved that there is no other 
land so rich, no other land so bounti- 
fully supplied from Nature’s store- 
house as our own beloved state. It 
is the land of Canaan, flowing with 
cotton, corn and potatoes.” 

This expression could be read in the 
glowing faces and gleaming eyes of 
the enlidren that entered Lee street 
school Wednesday morning after a trip 
to the fair, Every child wanted to tell 
about the elephant-like hogs, the huge 
apples, and especially about the ex- 
hibits of the schools—county ang city. 
The children were very happy when 
telling of the wonderful displays, but 
they had a sadder story to relate that 
should cause every true, loyal Geor- 

ian to hang his head with shame. 
The children at Lee were distressed 
and mortified at the evidences of trash 
and uncleanliness at our fair, Every 
child came baek with the question, 
“How can we, as members of Lee 
street school, make Atlanta not only 
the city beautiful, but also the city 
clean?” One child wrote, “It is up to 
the children of Lee to make the start.” 

In doing this, the pupils have or- 
ganized a civic league. Bvery grade 
is divided into groups of ten, with one 
as a leader. It‘is the duty of these 
groups to do some work every day in 
forwarding the movement of keeping 
Atlanta clean and beautiful. The lead- 
er reports every morning of the work 
his group has done the previous day. 
These groups, as divisions of the Civic 
league, are called Anti-Trash leagues. 

These groups are pegmntas at the 
school by making window ‘boxes for 
each room, by cleaning and beautifying 
the front yard, and by making the side 
alley attractive. 

The minimum requirements of this 
league are (1) to refrain from throw- 
ing any trash or paper anywhere ex- 
cept into a trash box; (2) to pick up 
at least one piece of paper on the 
streets of Atlanta each ; (3) to 
pick up at least one piece of paper or 
trash on the school yard each day, 

Every grade in the schoot'is doing 
some apecific work, and deserves praise 
for their thrift and spirit. The fifth 
and third grades have a plan of 
awarding ribbon badges to those who 
have faithfully kept the Diese. Last 
week forty-six children from the fifth 
grade took the ribbons with smiles that 
meant pride in work accomplished; 
from the third grade, 66. 

Those children who do not feel this 
plan beneficial, or who, through for- 


are brought before a committee and 
made to feel the gravity of the offense. 

Another st that has been made is 
the placing of posters throughout the 
neighborhood, which are, in substance, 
a request toe the public. In this way 
the league hopes to obtain the co- 
operation of the people of this com- 
munity. West End is an attractive and 
rather clean part of the city, but there 
is still room for improvement. 

Since this league has been organ- 
ized the janitor’s work has been light- 
ened and the school made more at- 
tractive. 

The sixth and seventh grades were 
divided on the question of the paper 
on the fair grounds. The sixth grade 
claimed that the city should have pro- 
vided trash boxes sufficient for hold- 
ing the paper and other trash; but the 
seventh grade contended that this was 
no excuse, that the people should have 
kept their papers with them until they 
reached a box or until they returned 
home, rather than detract from the ap- 
pearance of our city. 

One class had a problem in arithme- 
tic to find out the cost to Atlanta of 
cleaning up after trashy people. 

These incidents show how much in 
earnest the children are, and they beg 
of the other schools to help forward 
this movement. If the money paid to 
the sanitary department of this city 
could be made unnecessary, think how 
that money could be used in beautify- 
|ing Atlanta.

Brilain’s TrampPoet 
Pays Respect to Zepp 
/n New Book of Verse 


Wm. H. Davies, Who Spent 
Many Years as “Hobo” in 
America, Makes Hit With 
Latest Book. 


London, November 4.—Pritain’s 
“tramp poet,” William H. Davies, who 
spent sO many vears as a real “hobo” 
in the United States, has recently pub- 
lished a book of verse which he calls 
“Child Lovers and Other Poems.” This 
bard, who got the monev to publish 
his first volume by hawking shoe- 
strings, and whose original state pen- 
sion of $250 was recently increased to 
$500, is regarded by many in this coun- 
try as one of the finest versifiers liv- 
ing. There is always a keen demand 
among real lovers of poetry for the lit- 
tle volumes which he puts forth at the 
humble price of one and six-pence (in- 
stead of at the-equivalent cf $1.5@, like 
many better-known versifiers of half 
his gifts), and when, at a recent “poet- 
ic reading” organized by the prime 
minister’s daughter, Davies read from 
his own works, he made W. B Yeats, 
Maurice Hewlett, Lawrence Binyon and 
other renowned bards who took part, 
look like exceedingly small potatoes. 

Readers who have not yet read him 


may judge of this one-time tramp's 
quality if a bit of “The White Monster,” 
one of the poems in his new book is 
quoted.

Concerning her and her doings nothing 
remains except the brief chronicle of the 
few verses of the book of Kings devoted 
to the description of that momentous visit. 


But the Queen of Sheba rules her land_ 


today. 

Ethiopia, which is Abyssinia, is the 
country; and she who claims the title, 
basing the right upon the allegation that 
she comes from the line of Solomon and 
Sheba, is the Empress Zeoditu, daughter 
of the late Emperor Menelik. 

The assumption of Zeoditu to the 
throne of Abyssinia was accomplished but 
recently. .By it she rules over a. country 
which includes the kingdoms of Tigre, 
Amhara, Shoa and other territories and 
dependencies. The area she governs is 
more than 200,000 square miles, and the 
population is estimated at about 11,000,- 
000. To gain this power she was instru- 
mental in effecting the deposition of 
Jeassu, her nephew, who was given the 
throne by the famous king upon his death 
and who occupied it for a brief period of 
but three years. 

Justice, believe the majority of the sub- 
jects of the empire, has at last been done. 
A great wrong has been repaired. The 
selection by the late emperor of his 
grandson as his successor was unpopular 
ip the extreme, for it violated one of the 
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most solemn pledges made a half-century 
ago upon the death of the Emperor Theo- 
dore. 

It was in February, 1913, that Menelik 
was declared dead, after many reports 
of his demise had filtered in during the 
preceding years. Stricken with paralysis, 
the aged king finally succumbed. His 
death was followed by surprising results, 
effected through arrangements made when 
the ruler realized that his life was draw- 
ing to a close. 

Menelik was the son of the king of 
Shoa, but was captured,in his youth by 
the governor of Kondar, who had usurped 
the throne under the title of Theodore III. 
Later he waged war on his captor and his 
successor, the Emperor Johannes. Finally 
he married his daughter to the Bas Area, 
the emperor’s son, and became ruler in 
fact if not in name. Bas Area died; Jo- 
hannes was killed in battle; Menelik was 
elected king by the Abyssinian chief- 
tains and became negus, a position he 
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held with a hand of iron until disease . 


weakened him and death ensved. 

It was Menelik who established the first 
claim to the heredity of Sheba. He in- 
sisted that he was a direct descendant 
of Solomon by the queen, and styled biin 
self “Conquering Lion of the Tribe of 
Juda, Elect of the Savior, King of Kings 
of Ethiopia.’”’”’ He founded an order of 
knighthood and called it the “Seal of 
Solomon,” an order which ranks today as 
the highest in Abyssinia. 

The broken promise was an oath taken 
by Menelik at the time of his accession. 
Johannes, king ot Tigre, and Menelik, king 
of Shoa, were candidates before the coun- 
cil of chieftains. An agreement was con- 
cluded whereby Menelik gave way tothe 
other, upon condition that he should be 
proclaimed successor in- course of time. I* 
was agreed also that Zeoditu, daughter of 
Menelik’ by his first wife, should marry 
Prince Aria, son of Johannes, that the 
houses might become amalgamated, and

“And Solomon told her all her questions: there was not any- 
thing hid from the king which he told her not. 

“And King Solomon gave unto the Queen of Sheba all her 

desire, whatever she asked, besides that which Solomon gave her of 

his royal bounty. So she turned and went to her own 

country, she and her servants.” —Kings i, 10. 
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that the two should succeed Menelik, 
thus carrying on the succession in both 
lines. But Aria died. 

When Menelik no longer was able to 
conduct the affairs ef state, the work de 
volved upon Ras Tesame, the regent, who 
took over the reins of government. The 
presiding chieftains appointed themselves 
an advisory board. At the same time 
the power of Empress Taitou, the queen 
consort, was curtailed, all interference 
with the government by her was abne 
gated, and many of her appointments an- 
nulled. Menelik, despite his solemn 
promise, selected Lidji Jeassu as his 
successor; and for reasons of state, this 


appointment was accepted by the board 
of counselors. 

* Jeassu’s reign was brief and lurid. 
The majority of the people looked upon 
him as a usurper, in the light of the 
covenant that had been made. More than 
that, he was young and inexperienced. 
Barely seventeen when he ascended the 
throne, he was possessed of an agile 
brain and the vices of Europe, for he 
had been educated in London and had 
learned his lesson well. Women and 
liquor were his constant companions. 
During his brief sway he ruled with wine- 
befuddled brain, and finally, refusing 
longer to countenance his acts, the sup- 
porting chieftains cast him aside and 
pronounced Zeoditu queen of Sheba. 

To the world at large Abyssinia is a 
land misunderstood. The reputation for 
ferocity established by Menelik may, to 
a great extent, be responsible for this. 
But the fact that they take pride in the 
legend of Solomon and that they pro- 
claim the descent of their ruler from that 
personage is a sidelight on a phase not 
generally known concerning those tribes. 

Christianity prevails there. 

This religion was accepted by the peo- 
ple early in the fourth century, —. 
they still retain many of the Mosaic laws 
and customs. Justice is administered by 
the chiefs and wise men from the pre- 
cepts of the Bible, and this book is ever 
in their hands during every trial. Chris- 
tianity, too, is directly responsible for the 
fierce reputation which the people of 
Abyssinia bear. 

For more than a thousand years past 
the savage races that reside in these ter- 
ritories have been the bitterest foes of 
Islam. War between the Moslems of 
Arabia and the Christians of Abyssinia 
went on unchecked and unheeded until 
well within the last century. When the 
Arabs abandoned the struggle their place 
was taken by the Moslems of Egypt. 
Both fought with a bitter abandon that is 
found only in people of this type, and 
again legend entered in. 

For long years there has been a tra- 
dition in Arabia that Islam _ will ' cease 
upon the day that Medina, the spot where 
the body of the prophet Mahomet lies, 
and Mecca, the holy city and center of 
the Islam religion, fall to the hands of 
Christians. On the other hand it has long 
been proclaimed in Abyssinia that that, 
nation will cease to exist as such and 
will disappear from the face of the globe 
when a Moslem invasion of if8 boundaries 
proves successful. 

That this idea, on the one hand, is an 
outgrowth of the method of the swora 
invoked by Mahomet when his followers 
rose in anger and swept all before them, 
is easily seen. On the part of the resi- 
dents of Sheba it may bé understood how 
the leaders wisely foresaw their downfall 
unless bitterest opposition were put up 
against the madmen who fought for the 
one God and gave their captives the choice 
of accepting their faith or perishing. 

But such is the case, and this hatred, 
born of fear, has been largely responsible 
for the majority of thé wars waged by 
those the world recognizes as Menelik’s 
people. That is why the Abyssinians were 
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unable to forgive or forget that Mene 
lik, the strong, chose for his successor 
Jeassu, the son of one born and bred as 
a follower of Islam. 

Abyssinia faces a new era in its his- 
tory. Sheba will come into its own 
again, so the vast majority of the people 
believe, and they point to the newly-in- 
stalled queen as their salvation. 

It seems probable that one of the first 
things to be accomplished in affairs of 
state will be the closing of the land to all 
foreign-born. In fact, the populace is 
desirous of turning it to a hermit land, 
such as was Japan until the coming of 
Perry, and Tibet before the advent of 
Younghusband. It is certain above all 
that Europeans occupying neighboring 


territory will be less secure than before. 


The tribes chafed under the rule of 
Jeassu and it ‘vas his unwillingness to 
lead them against those they looked upon 
as intruders that caused dissatisfaction 
second only to that aroused over the re 
ligious tendencies of the man. 

For the preservation of Sheba is first 
in the heart of the native. Great, indeed, 
must be an incentive to overcome fear of 
the curse pronounced by Mepelik’s direc. 
tion against all who should fail at any 
time to receive Jeassu as king of unre- 
stricted power. When the proclamation 
was made—and this occurred several 
years before the death of the old king— 
Matheos, an ecclesiastical dignitary, fig- 
ured at the ceremony as spokesman. He 
read the decree: 

“If anyone should be found so bold as 
to say we will not obey Jeassu and will 
throw the kingdom into disorder, may the 
malediction incurred by Judas, may the 
anathema lodged against Arius, fall upon 
him! 

“May the land abjure him who dis- 
obeys my word, and may a black dog be 
born to him for a son! 

“Know all of you whom I have raised 
to dignity, know all of you, great and 
small, that I curse all of you who ghal] 
disobey me, and who after my death do 
not follow my grandson Jeassu! 

“And, finally, to remove all danger 
lest my gyandson Jeassu, and his guar. 
dian, the Ras Tassamma, should do eytj 
and depart from my ways and from your 
will, know also that against both I hurl 
this same curse in case they should be 
tray their trust.’ 

Matheos solemnly anathematized all 
who might presume to ignore the dictates 
of the decree. From that day he was a 
marked man. He died unattended and 
was buried without last observances by 
fellow ecclesiastics of his faith. 

Abyssinia is for Abyssinians. 
the precept that has been inculcated in 
the brains of the people through long 
generations. They have learned it well, 
They have fought for it, given their liveg 
for it, and it has become a part of their 
very religion. It was when they feared 
decay and dissolution was entering that 
they faced the curse of Menelik, most 
feared of all rulers, even in death, and 
dared to throw aside his death decree,

Hearings will open tomorrow before 
Examiner Bell, of the interstate com- 
merce commission, sitting in the fed- 
eral building in Atlanta, on two of 
the most important interstate freight 
cases ever brought by the Atlanta 
Freight bureau. 

One is a case involving the rates on 


coffee from New Orleans to Atlanta 
‘and the other is a case involving the 
transcontinental rates on California 
products and Oriental goods to At- 
lanta, 

Both complaints are brought by the 
law firm of Wimbish & Ellis and will 
be conducted by William A. Wimbish 
and E. Cotterell. The complaint 
against coffee rates is brought on be- 
half of the Atlanta Freight bureau and 
McCord-Stewart company versus the 
| Louisville and Nashville railroad et al; 
and the eomplaint against transcon- 
tinental rates is brought in the name 
of the freight bureau, Kelly Brothers 
company, L. Singer company, Mc- 
Cord-Stewart company, Oglesby Gro- 
cery company and E. L, Adam's com- 
pany, and is’ directed against 
Southern railroad et al. 


Get a Better Rate.

New Orleans of 23 cents per 100 pounds, 
while the any-quantity rate on coffee

The distance from New Orleans to

Atlanta formerly enjoyed, for @nany 
years, what was known 
point rates from Pacific coast points 
on California products, etc. In 1903 
the railroads disagreed over the di- 
vision of the rates, withdrew the 
common point rates and 
rates to Atlanta which were based on 
ithe lowest combination. 
| Freight bureau has been seeking ever 
since to .secure a readjustment, but 
has failed. 


Lower Rate for Birmingham. 


A few years ago the railroads re- 
established Birmingham's common 
point rates, which makes them a great 
deal lower than Atlanta’s rates from 
the Pacific coast. For example: 

Apples to Atlanta, $1.25 per 100 
pounds, 
pounds; beans and 
$1.10 per 100 pounds, to Birmingham, 
'$5 cents; canned goods to Atlanta, 
$1.10 per 100 pounds, to Birmingham, 
85 cents; canned salmon to Atianta, 
'$1 per 100 pounds, to Birmingham, 
32% cents per 100 pounds. 

The distance from Pacific coast 
points to Birmingham is only 160 miies 
less than the distance to Atlanta, and 
the wide disparity between the two 
sets of rates is attacked in the com- 
plaint of the freight bureau as un- 
just, discriminatory and prejudical to 
Atlanta shippers. The complaint asks 
the interstate commerce commission to 
establish trans-continental rates to At- 
lanta, which will not be higher than 
the pP@meent rates to Birmingham. 

Traic continental rates are especially 
important at this time because of the 
fact that large quantities of manu- 
factured products formerly supplied by 
European industries are now supplied 
by Japanese industries, and these prod- 
ucts come into Atlanta and the south 
through Pacific coast ports.
